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THE SITUATION IN THE COTTON- 
SEED INDUSTRY. 


The reports from cottonseed crushers, 
printed elsewhere in ‘this issue, indicate 
a fulfillment of the discouraging prophe- 
cies in which a number of the same 
writers indulged, in communications to 
the Reporter some three months ago. 
It was clearly shown at that time that 
if the prices necessary to bring out any- 
thing like a full gupply of seed were 
paid by the mills, they must be equal- 
ized by higher values for o.1 than it 
seemed safe to anticipate on such a pro- 
duction as would then ensue. On the 
other hand, if prices for seed were kept 
down to what then seemed to be a safe 
level, the supply would be so _ short 
that few of the mills wouid be able to 
make a full crush, and the reduced out- 
put of oil would be reasonably certain 
to result in higher prices. The alterna- 
tive, therefore, presented itself to the 
mills of going into competition for seed 
and bidding up the price on themselves 
with a certainty of keeping down the 
price of the products, or staying out of 
the fight, contenting themselves with 
what seed they could pick up at a safe 
price, and thus probably helping some 
rasher competitor to make a good turn 
On his season’s work. These embarrass- 
ing conditions still exist, and it is as 
difficult now as it was then to foresee 
anything but meagre profits to a very 
large share of the mills from the current 
crop. The exceptions, if any are fortu- 
nate.enough to prove exceptions, will be 
those mills which have been able to 
draw a pretty full supply of seed from 
their immediate locality, and have been 
helped by the conservatism of competi- 
tors who might have divided the field 
with them, but have refrained, at least, 
to the extent of not bidding up prices. 
It is fair to assume from the facts stated 
by our correspondents that the season's 
crush will be fully 20 per cent. below 
that of last year. This view is not con- 
firmed by a few of the correspondents, 
and is wholly at variance with the opin- 
ion of some of the larger crushers with 
which we are familiar, although it is not 
expressed in any communication to us. 

We are inclined to believe, however, 
that their estimates, which favor an out- 
put in excess of last year, are based upon 
exceptional conditions existing at thei! 
own mills, but not generally obtaining 
with the smaller crushers. The fact 


that the present season opened a month 
earlier than usual makes the receipts to 
date misleading, and where mills have 
been favorably located, or have bought 
seed with a little more boldness than 
has been exhibited by the majority, the 
volume of their receipts might easily 
lead to estimates which the condition of 
the industry at large would not war- 
rant. The crush of last year was under 
a million tons, while the difference be- 
tween the amount of oil carried over 
from 1894-95 and that brought into this 
year would probably bring the consump- 
tion up to a 1,200,000 basis. The most 
extravagant estimate for this year is 20 
per cent, in excess of the production in 
1S95-06, which would be just about 
equal to the consumption of last year. 
But to bring out such a crop it is evi- 
dent that prices would have to be kept 
up to the extreme figures thus far paid, 
and these are not warranted by the 
price of oil at present nor by the price 
that could probably be obtained for a 
million and a quarter crop. It is doubt- 
ful, we think, whether the receipts of 
seed from this time on could be brought 
up to this limit by any price within rea- 
son, because no small amount that 
would have gone to the mills under less 
conservatism in buying than many of 
them have exercised, has already been 
otherwise disposed of. Be that as it 
may, it is safe to assume that the de- 
mand for oil and competing greases is 
not equal to such a production, except 
on a basis that wou.d require seed to 
be bought from $2 to $3 per ton below 
the averages that have thus far been 
paid, to yield any profit to the mills. 

It seems to us, however, from the most 
comprehensive reports we can obtain, 
that the present crush, unless stimu- 
lated by dangerously high prices for 
seed, is likely to be nearer SOO,000 tons 
than the higher estimates, and the pro- 
duction should be marketed on a rea- 
sonably profitable basis of values. The 
condition of all the grease markets is 
constantly becoming more favorable, in 
spite of the present depressing features 
in lard and the slump in prices on that 
product, as well as on oil, that has oc- 
curred during the past week. Tallow 
and the svap oils largely used in Eu- 
rope are in a strong position, and the 
former is now rather above the parity of 
cotton oil, Continued conservatism on 
the part of a majority of the mills in 
the purchase of seed will, we believe, 
lead to a profit on the reduced volume of 
business which they will be able to do, 
and their season’s returns on this basis 
will at least show a credit balance 
which an attempt to force the output up 
to average proportions will speedily and 
surely wipe out,

A RECORD PRICE FOR PEPPER- 
MINT OIL, 

This has been a record year in the 
price of peppermint oil, which was 
never so low in its history. In 1879 
Western touched $1.25, which was the 
lowest at that time. Several causes 
contributed to bring about this state 
of affairs. The acreage planted was 
a large one, but the yield of oil was 
somewhat above the former average 
per acre, as the farmers had planted 
large quantities of what is known as 
black mint, which yields a much larger 
quantity of oil than the American 
mint. The market, even under these 
conditions, would probably not have 
declined to the lowest point recorded, 
had it not been for the financial distress 
which became so acute about two 
months before the election. Farmers 
could not borrow money to enable 
them to carry their oil, and were 
obliged to make sales at a considerable 
concession, from their views as to the 
value of their product. They accepted 
as low as 75 cents per pound for the 
oil of black mint; $1.05 per pound for 
Western ,and bottled oilsoldat $1.50. Deal 
ers were quick to take advantage of 
the situation, and purchased freely, 
thus taking up a large portion of the 
crop. The low prices tempted European 
buyers, although the stock abroad is 
said to have been a fairly liberal one, 
and even with the decided improve- 
ment of the past two weeks, the ex- 
port demand has been excellent. The 
price has advanced from 10 to 15 
cents on prime oil, and about 25 cents 
on black mint oil. Dealers have 
recognized the changed conditions, and 
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have purchased liberally in the coun- 
try, in anticipation of the probability 
of a further advance, based in some 
measure on the ability of the farmers 
to raise money on their holdings. The 
outlook, therefore, is promising, for 
higher prices, although the advance will 
probably be gradual. 
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BOGUS ORANGE MINERAL. 


Much of the imported red lead sold 
in this market is obtained as a by- 
product in the manufacture of soda 
nitrite, resulting from the fusing of 
soda nitrate with lead, The better 
grades are a good form of red lead, and 















obtainel as they are, can be sold at 
lower prices than a similar pigment 
derived as a primary product from the 
direct oxidation of pig lead. They en- 
joy a further distinction from the lat- 
ter in being of finer texture than the 
red lead of average quality produced by 
the ordinary method, and this charac- 
teristic, it is found, has led to their be- 
ing sold in some instances as orange 
mineral, which they resemble quite 
closely in appearance. Orange mineral 
being produced by the oxidation of 
white lead, is not only more thorough- 
ly levigated, but is necessarily more 
costly than the direct product of pig 
lead. Its manufacture involves an extra 
process, and also sacrifices the gain 
made in the carbonate, hence its 
higher price. Inasmuch as the foreign 
red lead, when sold as such, is sold at 
less than the price of litharge, it can be 
readily seen that the possibility of sub- 
stituting it for orange minera] at the 
price of the latter, offers a margin of 
profit sufficient to tempt experimenta~ 
tion, at least, on the part of an enter- 
prising but not altogether scrupulous 
class of paint dealers. The difference in 
value between orange mineral and red 
lead is not dependent, however, upon 
the single characteristic of fineness, 
but upon other characteristics, due to 
the distinct differences in the processes 
by which they are produced, and the re- 
semblance of the bogus orange mineral 
to the genuine is therefore confined to 
its physical appearance. Its behavior 
in oil, and particularly in combination 
with other pigments, is such as to af- 
ford a ready means for its detection. 
A very simple method recommended by 
an expert color chemist is by observing 
the tint produced by mixing them with 
zine oxide and oil, Red lead will give 
a pink shade, with a slight purplish 
tinge; orange mineral will give a sal- 
mon tint. These differences in color are 
characteristic, and from them can be 
shown whether the article is red lead 
or orange mineral, Buyers of orange 
mineral are thus afforded a means of 
proving the genuineness of any so- 
called orange mineral, the integrity of 
which they have no occasion to doubt, 
by reason of its cheapness or the source 
from which it comes. We Joubt that 
the bogus article has been very exten- 
sively marketed, but it is at least suf- 
ficiently in evidence to be guarded 
against. 
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THE WHISKY TRUST REBATES 

DECLARED INVALID. 

The decision of Judge Showalter of the 
United States Circuit Court in Chicago, 
on the status of the rebate vouchers of 
the old Whisky Trust, which was pub- 
lished in our last issue, will set at rest 
the question of their validity, unless the 
holders determine to take an appeal to 
a higher court. The Judge passed upon 
ithe report of Special Master Patton, 
who had been appointed by the Court 
to investigate such of the claims against 
the Whisky Trust as were represented 
by rebate vouchers. In his report, which 
was handed in several weeks ago, he 
maintained that the vouchers presented 
to the receiver of the Trust for payment 
were not just claims, inasmuch as the 
holders had violated the terms. Judge 
Showalter has sustained him, in an ex- 
haustive opinion holding that the vouchers 
constituted contracts, and that the condi- 
tion as to the holders being entitled to 
a rebate of seven cents a proof gallon if 
they purchased their requirements of the 
Trust exclusively for six consecutive 
months was not illegal, and that the 
holders who have broken the conditions 
cannot recover. 

he Reporter has always maintained 
that the holders of the rebate vouchers 
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were entitled to recover thelr face value, 
even though they had purchased sup- 
plies from outside sources during the 
stipulated six months, as the concern 
was a Trust, operating in restraint of 
trade, and while the acceptance of a 
rebate voucher implied an acceptance of 
all the conditions contained therein, the 
purchaser of spirits and alcohol had no 
other option, owing to the monopoly of 
the business which the Trust had es- 
tablished. Court decisions from time to 
time confirmed our view of the case. 
Judge Dobbins, of the Kansas City Cir- 
cuit Court, in January, 1894, so charged 
a jury, and the verdict sustained the 
right of the holders to recover. Judge 
Gibbons of Chicago, in the quo warranto 
proceedings of the Attorney-General of 
Illinois to dissolve the Trust, gave a 
lengthy and forcible opinton in April, 
ISM4, sustaining the contention of the 
law officer of the State that the organi- 
zation was a Trust, hence all of its acts 
illegal. Furthermore, the Trust paid a 
New York liquor dealer in May, 1804, 
$1,200 in settlement of his claim for re- 
bates, before the case could get into 
court, and in the face of his admission 
that he had purchased his supplies from 
outside concerns. Other cases could be 
cited in which the Trust deemed it poli- 
tic to make settlements in order to re- 
tain its trade, 

The recent decision favorably affects 
the the American Spirits Manufacturing 
Company, which is composed, in a large 
measure, of the stockholders of the 
Trust, and which purchased the bulk of 
the property of the Trust, as it will 
probably turn into their coffers a snug 
sum of money that they otherwise would 
not have received. A knowledge of this 
fact may be responsible for the recent 
advance in the stock.

OCTOBER PETROLEUM STATIS- 

TICS. 

The reports of the several pipe lines, 
showing the production and consump- 
tion of petroieum during the month of 
October, and the stocks held by them 
at the close of the month, were printed 
in the Reporter of last week. They 
showed a further addition to the total 
stocks of 458,359 barrels, but this had 
no effect on the market; indeed, there 
has since been a tendency to lower mar- 
ket values, the addition of nearly half 
a million barrels counting for naught, 
in view of the fact that the require- 
ments for export and for home use are 
steadily increasing, while the produc- 
tion, although keeping up remarkably 
Well, cannot be expected to continue at 
the present rate in the districts which 
are now relied upon to supply the 
world’s requirements. The total pro- 
duction during October amounted to 
4,755,177 barrels, which is an increase 
of 99,151 barrels over that of Septem- 
ber. This was due to the large number 
of wells of moderate production com- 
pleted during the month rather than 
to important extensions of producing 
territory or discoveries of new pools, 
although some extensions have resulted 
from the active search for oil, and one 
or two minor pools are recorded as hav- 
ing been discovered, The’ deliveries 
during October amounted to 4,208,585 
barrels, which shows an increase of 55,- 
942 barrels. So far as the pipe lines 
reports show, the October report must 
be regarded as of bearish tenor, but 
when taken in connection with the very 
large increase in the demand for ex- 
port, especially of case oi] to far east- 
ern ports, it will be seen that while 
the production cannot be expected to 
prove larger during the three months 
following the date of the report, the 
deliveries will increase, and the proba- 
bility of a reduction in stocks before 
the close of the year must be acknowl- 
edged, while by many this is regarded 
as certain to occur. The statistical sit- 
uation at present is unusually interest- 
ing, as the succeeding reports may be 
expected to show an important change, 
the present being the turning point, 
though dependent upon conditions that 
cannot be foretold with any degree of 
certainty. 

The: production of the Pennsylvaina, 
New York, West Virginia and south- 
eastern Ohio fields during the month of 
October amounted to 2,858,544 barrels, 
which is an increase of 86,332 barrels 
over the production during September, 
and is nearly 100,000 barrels in excess 
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of the average of the first nine months 
of the current year. The deliveries dur- 
ing October reached a total of 2,594,520 
barrels, showing an increase of 54,598 
barrels, and is the largest amount de- 
livered during any month since No- 
vember of last year. The total net 
stocks in possession of the pipe lines at 
the close of the month amounted to 
8,986,207 barrels, showing there had 
been added during the month 259,346 
barrels. 

The report of the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company, giving the statistics of Ohio 
oil, shows the production during Octo- 
ber to have reached 1,896,633 barrels, 
which shows an increase of 12,819 bar- 
rels. The deliveries during October 
amounted to 1,704,065 barrels, showing 


an increase of 1,544 _ barrels. The 


the close of the month amounted to 25,- 
290,538 barrels, which shows an _ in 
crease of 199,013 barrels.

PAINT MANUFACTURERS AS CON 
TRACTORS. 


The disposition of manufacturers in 
nearly all branches of trade to bring 
themselves into the closest possible re- 
lations with the consumer finds illustra- 
tion in what is, in some respects, aptly 
termed ‘‘a new departure” by a promi- 
nent paint and varnish manufacturing 
house, In a circular letter lately ad- 
dressed to architects the firm in ques- 
tion announces its intention “to enter 
the arena of competition for work in all 
contracts in the cities of New York, 
Brooklyn, Boston and Philaedlphia, the 
value of which would be $1,000 or over.” 
This refers to painting and varnishing, 
and includes the well as ma- 
terials. The reason given for this inno- 
vation is that the products of the firm 
being high priced are “difficult to intro- 
duce through the ordinary channels of 
the metropolitan house painter,’ and 
the advantage of having good materials 
applied by good workmen under the di- 
rect supervision of the manufacturer 
whose reputation sug- 
gested by the wording of the circular. 
This movement extends in a new direc- 
tion only, the tendency which has be- 
come more and more manifest in other 
branches of trade during the past few 
years. The manufacturer who fails to 
recelve that protection of his interests 
to which he believes himself entitled 
from the middlemen of whatever sort, 
seeks to establish relationship 
with the consumer, or the most direct 
representation of the consumer, as a 
measure’ of This 
tendency has lately been agitating the 
hardware trade, as extracts recently 
printed in these columns have shown; it 
is always a live issue in the drug trade, 
and in some other branches it has be- 
come so well established that the old- 
time lines of distinction between the 
different factors in the trade have been 
almost obliterated. How the particular 
manifestation of the tendency to which 
We have alluded will be received by 
those in the paint and varnish trade 
wom it may directly or remotely affect, 
remains to be but doubtless the 
departure from former custom has not 
been made without a careful considera- 
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A new law regulating the trade in 
vegeable juices, syrups, ete., hag re- 


cently been enacted in 
covers all fruit 
otherwise, preserved fruits, and ah 
Syrups or preparations of vegetable 
juices; and it is provided that in case 
such juices contain anything whatso- 
ever excepting the pure natural article 
and sugar they must be labeled, not 
only to the effect that they are mixed, 
but also with the name of the substance 
that has been used for the admixture, 
such as glucose, aromatic essences, for- 
eign acids, thickening substances, or 
coloring materials, or they may at the 
option of the seller be labeled as “arti- 
ficial,” or in case of coloring matters 
or tartaric acid, the label may simply 
bear the qualification “commercial.” 
The admixture of any of the articles 
named in the act of preservatives, poi- 
soning, coloring matter, or other poi- 
sonous articles, or of compounds con- 
taining such articles, is absolutely pro- 
hibited.

The regular monthly statement of 
dutiable goods in .he bonded ware- 
houses at the port of New York on Oct. 
31, shows a decrease as compared with 
the value of such goods reported in 
bond on Sept. 30, 1896, of $753,627, 
against a decrease of $1,520,158 during 
September, and a decrease of $1,310,- 
154 during August. 


Philadelphia was once called slow, 
but no city is slow these days that 
has within its confines such an enter- 
prising firm as Francis Jordan & Sons. 
If you are desirous of purchasing 99.50 
pure salammoniac, glauber salts, epsom 
salts, carbonate of potash, saltpeter and 
hyposulphite of sodium, correspond 
with them before placing your orders. 


The latest enterprise at Shreveport, 
La., is in the shape of a mammoth cot- 
tonseed oil mill, which has been under 
course of construction for the past sev- 
eral months, and is now completed and 
in full operation. The mill is known as 
the Shreveport Cotton Oil Company, and 
its capacity is 150 tons per day. The 
mill was erected by enterprising capital- 
ists from Texas. 


The fertilizer manufacturers of At- 
lanta, Ga., and section have asked the 
Railroad Commission to be made 
parties to the complaint of the Savan- 
nah fertilizer companies against the 
present freight rates on fertilizers, The 
case was heard by the Commission, 
Capt. D. G. Purse of Savannah repre- 
senting the complainants, and making 
application for the lower rate. 


We have received a copy of the semi- 
annual report of Fritzsche Bros., which 
is, as usual, replete with information of 
an interesting nature regarding essen- 
tial oils and synthetics, One of the most 
prenounced characteristics of this firm 
is its willingness to give its customers, 
from time to time, the results of its re- 
searches into the chemistry of oils, and 
we shall publish extracts from the re- 
port in the near future. 


Increased activity is reported in 
the exportation of manganese from the 
Province of Huelva. The industry has 
been growing for the past ten years, 
and the exports, which in 1895 reached 
35,000 tons, have amounted up to the 
end of September this year to over 44,- 
000 tons from the port of Huelva alone. 
Owing to this increased activity many 
mines which had been abandoned have 
again been placed upon the register. 


Smith, Kline & French of Philadelphia 
filed a bill in the Court of Chancery, 
asking for a receiver for the Cooper 
Horse Remedy Company of Trenton, N. 
J.,on the grounds of insolvency. A 
rule to show cause was granted. Some 
time ago William C. Hendrickson of 
Trenton, the backer of the company, ap- 
plied for a receiver for the company, but 
the application was refused, the Chan- 
cellor saying it had not been shown that 
the company was insolvent. 


Surrogate N. B. Petty of Suffolk 
County, N. Y., last week signed a de- 
cree in which he decided the heirs of 
the estate of John W. Masury must pay 
an inheritance tax of $20,000 to the 
State. For a long time his heirs were 
at odds over the will, and finally 
reached an agreement. The inherit- 
ance tax was placed at $28,000, and 
this amount was contested by the heirs, 
on the ground that an assessment was 
levied on several trusts which, under 
the law, were exempt. 


The Persian Government has given 
Messrs. Koussis & Theophilactos (a 
Greek firm under Russian protection) 
a monopoly for the purchase and work- 
ing of all the olives in Northern Persia. 
A factory is now in course of erection. 
The machinery, mostly English, has al- 
ready arrived at Ghilister, in the dis- 
trict of Ghilan, where the factory is sgit- 
uated. The Greek firm intend to man- 
ufacture table olive oil of the best 
quality, and also to manufacture soap. 
With their machinery they will be able 
to extract the whole of the oil from the 
olives, whereas under the old primitive 
methods a great deal of oil was lost. 
The firm intend to sell the oil in Rus- 
sia, 


W. R. Pyfrom, the oldest and largest 
sponge merchant in Nassau, N. Y., died 
of congestion of the brain on the 14th 
inst. He was a native of the Bahamas, 
and owned a fleet of sixty vessels. He 
wes well-known in this city and Balti- 
more, where he has had business con- 
nections for many years. 


At an Ohio match factory recently 
177,926,400 matches were made in a 
day. At that rate, says the Record, of 
Philadelphia, that factory can pro- 
duce in a year 64,943,136,000 matches, 
which means 927 matches a year, or 
nearly three matches a day, for each 
one of the 70,000,000 inhabitants of the 
country. All this work is done by auto- 
matic machinery. The work was done 
by 340 workmen and thirteen “continu- 
ance match-making machines.’ The 
largest match factory in Great Britain 


employs 8,000 workmen. 


Messrs. Holmes & Dawson of Norfolk, 
Va., have obtained answers from a 
large number of correspondents as to 
the condition of the peanut crop in 
North Carolina and Virginia. The aver- 
age, as indicated by the replies, will be 
about 62% per cent, of last year’s crop, 
or twenty-eight bushels to each acre 
planted. The quality is very poor, only 
1 per cent. being reported as good and 
19 per cent. as fair. The indications 
are that peanuts of a fair grade will 
command unusually high prices this 
year.—Manufacturers’ Record. 


Counselor George Tennant, as re- 
ceiver for the Savonette Manufacturing 
Company, secured a temporary injunc- 
tion in the Chancery Court, Jersey City, 
last week, which restrains W. H. Roach 
from using the trade mark of the Sa- 
vonette Company. Savonette is a form 
of soap, put up in leaves in a small 
book, which can be _ carried in the 
pocket. The business was sold a few 
months ago under distress proceedings 
for non-payment of rent, and was 
bought in by the Cushing Company, 
who afterwards sold it to Scoville. 


The Boston and Sandwich Glass Com- 
pany, by vote of the directors, has sus- 
pended operations after a fruitless at- 
tempt to run the works for a year. The 
fires have been put out, and it is thought 
the shutdown will be permanent. Busi- 
ness was resumed at the works about a 
year ago after the plant had been idle 
for a long time. Stock to the amount of 
$18,000 or $20,000 to carry on the work 
was taken by the business men and citi- 
zens of this place, but as it was found 
that the continuance of operations 
would involve heavy loss the vote to 
suspend was taken. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 

White & Co.’s well on the Hamel 
farm, on Thorn Creek, is holding up 
nicely at 120 barrels per day. 


Bids to supply 25,000 gallons of min- 
eral oil will be received until Dec. 1 
at the United States Army building in 
this city. 


At Cooperstown Jennings & Co. have 
struck a good well on the A. Parks 
farm, west of the town. It is pump- 
ing at the rate of 200 barrels per day. 


A suit has been entered in the courts 
of Butler county which involves’ the 
production of two oil wells on the 
Adam Beale farm in Forward Town- 
ship, It is claimed the Eastern Oil 
Company is using only two-inch tubing 
in the wells, to keep down the produc- 
tion below 250 barrels per day, and 
thus avoid paying $40,000 additional. 


The Standard Oil Company have be- 
gun improvements at their pumping 
station, one mile south of Morgantown, 
W. Va. The improvements are to in- 
clude two pipe lines from the oil fields 
of Marion and Monongalia counties, a 
forty-foot extension to their station 
and a new five-wheel engine, with a 
pumping capacity of 30,000 barrels per 
day. 

Near Baersville, on the head waters 
of Sancho Creek, Tyler county, and 
about four miles east of the Bullman 
pool, the Carter Oil Company has 
drilled in a wildcat on the Corbly farm 
that is good for forty or fifty barrels 
a day from the Big Injun sand. This 
is another new discovery that will be 
an incentive for starting new work 
in that locality. 


The Devonian Oil Company drilled 
in its No. 5 on lot No. 7 in the Wat- 
sonville pool, McKean county, last 
week, and it was flowing at the rate 
of thirty-five barrels an hour. Some 
very good wells have been found in 
that territory, but none have ap- 
proached in size the one just drilled 
in. The Watsonville and Chipmuck 
pools have furnished quite a supply 
of new production in the northwest 
fields, and neither has been fully de- 
fined. 
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The production of petroleum in India 
is almost entirely confined to Assam 
and Burma. The Burma oil wells last 
year produced 19,000,000 gallons—a 
considerable increase Over any previous 
year—and in Assam the already small 
production decreased. The import of 
petroleum in India last year was 53,- 
500,000 gallons, against 86,500,000 the 
previous year, 


In the Benwood district, Monroe 
county, the Fisher Oil Company has 
drilled in its (No. 8 Cehrs and No. 1 M. 
S. Wood. Both wells are showing some 
oil, and when drilled deeper into the 
sand will no doubt make good produc- 
ers. No. 1 ¢ehrs is still producing at 
the rate of 250 barrels a day. When 
drilled in three weeks ago it started at 
G00 barrels a day. 


A British syndicate is arranging for 
the purchase of the petroleum deposits 
on the west coast of Newfoundland. 
Borings which have been made show a 
splendid flow of rich oil, yielding, it is 
claimed, 54 per cent. lubricating oil and 
43 per cent. for illuminating purposes. 
The shares of the local company which 
is now working the property are sell- 
ing at four times their face value. 


Quite an important find has_ been 
made by Smith & Haymarket at their 
No. 2 Keck farm, on Rough run. It 
will be remembered these parties fin- 
ished a well in that district several 
weeks ago that started to flow oil, but 
finally developed into a large gas well. 
The present well is about 1,200 feet 
northeast of the gasser, and has flowed 
eighty barrels of oil in twenty-four 
hours. This is the best showing of 
any well drilled in that neighborhood, 
and the owners are much _ elated 
thereat. 


Petroleum as an industrial venture 
‘in the Transvaal is not being ignored, 
says the South African Mining Jour- 
nal. The Clocolaan Petroleum Syndi- 
cate, a Johannesburg corporation for 
prospecting in the Orange Free State, 
has ordered out a first-class cable drill 
from America, and looks to hear of its 
arrival at a Cape port in charge of an 
experienced man in a short time. The 
drill is designed to reach 35,00) feet. 
Mr. C. M. Pielsticker, a well-known 
exploiter of rock oil in Europe and 
America, is preparing to look for petro- 
leum between Rustenburg and Mal- 
mani, and there seems every promise 
of speedy beginning to his operations. 


Under a decision just rendered by the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, in the 
ease of Thomas White against the 
Tidewater Oil Company, the city of 
Bayonne may expect again to come 
into possession of an alleged legally 
opened highway or street known as 
Avenue H, in the Constable Hook part 
of the city. The contention was that 
the oil company built a_ stone wall 
across the street, and also erected a 
number of large oil tanks upon the al- 
leged street or public property. Un- 
less the case is appealed and decision 
reversed, tanks and stone wall will 
have to be removed and Tidewater 
property worth many thousand dollars 
be damaged. 


The oil well which the Forest Oil 
Company is drilling on the farm of 
William Bedell, in Jefferson township, 
has reached a depth of over 5,000 feet. 
This makes it the deepest oil well in 
the world, the deepest heretofore hav- 
ing been near Potsdam, Germany, 
which reached a depth of 4,800 feet. 
The well here will be drilled to a 
depth of 6,000 feet, unless oil in pay- 
ing. quantities is found sooner or an 
accident occurs which will render 
deeper drilling impossible. The great- 
est difficulty experienced now is in the 
drawing of the tools from the well— 
an operation necessary twice every 
twenty-four hours—for the purpose of 
pumping out the hole. Forty feet a 
day is the average depth drilled. 


Commercial Agent Huntington, of 
Castellamare di Stabia, in his annual 
report upon the trade and industries of 
his district, has the following relative 
to American petroleum: “American 
petroleum is largely imported, but this 
trade is almost exclusively in the hands 
of large companies, who work in with 
the American petroleum monopolists, 
so that there is little opportunity for 
private traders. The American com- 
panies ought to export petroleum in 
bulk and maintain depots in the great 
cities, where it could be drawn off into 
cisterns, carts or tinned in this coun- 
try, where labor is cheap. In Southern 
Italy petroleum is largely peddled from 
house to house for daily consumption, 
and whether it be American refined, 
Russian or native, it is invariably 
drawn from American tins, with Amer- 
ican packing boxes ostentatiously dis- 
played on the peddlers’ carts.” 


The Shannon No. 6, on the Economy 
lands, at Economy, is holding up at 
the rate of 300 barrels a day. It has 
not been drilled through the sand yet. 
The most that has been done to it has 
been to shake it up with the tools, and 
it does not fail to respond. Giles & 
Co. are building a rig on the adjoining 
lease, at a location 100 feet south of 
the Shannon No. 6, and on a line be- 
tween the last-named well and their 
gusher of three months ago. Shannon 
will offset the Giles location with a 
rig on his lease. There is just a possi- 
bility that there will be a little crowd- 
ing of lines in the vicinity of the 
gusher. It is very spotted territory, 
and a few hundred feet in any direc- 
tion from the big well may result in a 


very light producer. The generally 
recognized northeast and southwest 
degree lines have not been found at 


all reliable in that territory. 

Ordinarily a one-eighth royality, with 
or without a bonus, with a stipulation 
to pay a certain monthly or yearly 
rental till such a time as the operator 
has completed one or more wells on the 
lease, is the way most leases. are 
drawn, but when Trustee John Duss 
was importuned by oil men for leases 
on the old Economite property, he had 
leases drawn up binding the lessee to 
complete one or a number of wells 
within a given time, and he (the lessee) 
to get all the production until he had 
been remunerated for the amount of 
money expended from the start to the 
completion of the well, after which 
they were to share equally in the 
production and running expenses. If 
the operator got a dry hole he had to 
stand all of the loss, but if a producer, 
Trustee Duss, as the representative of 
the Harmony society, became a partner 
as soon as the well has ‘“‘paid out.” 


The most important strike of recent 
date in Tyler county is the property 
of the South Penn Oil Company, and 
is located on the W. J. Wharton farm, 
near Alva P. O. The location of the 
well is about five miles from the 
Doddridge county line, and about the 
same distance from the Wetzel county 
line. It is about four miles from the 
well to the triangular-shaped eastern 
portion of the county, intersecting 
with Doddridge and Wetzel. Since the 
discovery of oil in the Gordon sand, 
on the Mills tract, ten miles to the 
north of the Wharton well, there has 
been much speculation as to the ulti- 
mate result of operating in the deep 
sand. The new strike seems to solve 
the problem, and is the forerunner of 
a new and prolific pool of Gordon sand 
oil. The well was drilled in a coupl 
of weeks ago, but the South Penn 
Company put it to “sleep” as soon as it 
began to show oil, and picked up 
everything in sight that lay anyway 
near the well. A week ago the well 
was drilled in and greatly improved. 
and is now putting between 250 and 
30U0 barrels a day to its credit. The 
depth of the well is more than 2,800 
feet, and differs from other Gordon 
sand well in the lower southwest in 
not encountering a cave after drilling 
into the sand.

Protective Paint for Lron, 
171 Grand St., 
Brooklyn, Nov. 17, 1896. 


Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 

In my communication in your last 
issue of the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter re ‘Protective Paint for Iron,” 
you printed the name of Foscoe for 
Roscoe, i. e., Sir Henry E. Roscoe, LL. 
D., F. R. S., and my last word was 
“ghost,” not fact. In regard to this sub- 
ject, “Protective Paint for Iron,’ can 
Wwe not lay aside the fact that Messrs. 
Binney and Smith have excellent blacks 
for sale,and that Messrs. Harrison Bros. 
& Co. have excellent paints for sale, 
some of which may, as they state, feed 
on metallic oxides (thereby having first 
claim in any connection therewith, by 
the same rule which made the Fiji Isi- 
and savage direct heir of the mission- 
ary), and study this subject on broad 
scientific grounds, which should enlist 
the interest of the manufacturing trade 
to an unusual degree. 

A genius not long ago went so far as 
to claim that electro-plating alone could 
effectually protect iron, and patents 
were granted at Washington for a pro- 
cess to apply the theory to the electro- 
plating of the hulls of ships. Some 
tests were made—I think right here in 
New York—but either the process died 
a natural death or the promoters and 
patentees do not believe in publicity to 


advance their business. At any rate, 
nothing beyond what is above stated 
has since come to my Knowledge. The 


question, however, is not “Can iron be 
protected from corrosion by atmos- 
pheric influence,” but how is it to be 
done, effectually and cheaply, without 
revolutionizing the present methods? 
That paint can do it is an acknowl- 
edged fact; but what kind of paint will 
do it most effectually, most cheaply and 
for the greatest length of time without 
renewing, is, I think, the bone of con- 
tention. Mr. Homer of Messrs. Valen- 
tine & Co. has most valuable data re- 
garding this very important subject, 
which he may be induced to make pub- 
lic if requested by the Reporter. 


Whether he does so or not, let me 
state right here that many excellent 


methods to effectually protect iron were 


before this 
Some 


in common practice long 
generation saw the light of day. 


of the methods are generally known, 
others less so, owing to the fact that 
they originated in some parts of Eu- 
rope where the globe-trotter seldom 
penetrates—i. e., Gallicia and Russia. 
Of the processes used in Russia and 
Gallicia, I shall speak at some other 


time, as well as the processes used else- 


Where, notably at the Creusot in 
France. 
To come right here to the United 


States, and to indicate ways and means 
within reach of all to prove, I will say, 
where practicable, ‘‘use a good grade of 
baking japan,” and where not practi- 
cable, take such a varnish as is made 
to-day especially for this purpose, grind 
therewith ‘fas nearly pure carbon” as 
you can secure, preferably in the form 
of C. P, “carburet of iron’’ in the finest 
possible divided state, and in just sul- 
ficient quantity as is necessary for a 
good flowing coat, but not to work ropy 
under the brush. Hire a competent 
mechanie to apply the compound upon 
the iron, repaint at suitable intervals 
and there will not the slightest 
trouble in keeping the iron unaffected 
by heat, cold, acids, alkalies and any 
and all atmospheric influences. Where 
black color is an objection, any of the 
pure silicates of magnesia or compound 
Silicates of aluminum potassium ana 
iron, both of which can be readily 
found in this country, will answer ad- 
mirably. 

The reason why I recommend the 
varnish which is made expressly for 
this purpose, instead of an oil paint, is 
that in order to obtain the results de- 
sired the iron must be thoroughly in- 
sulated, and therefore the best acces- 
sible insulating materia] for this pur- 
pose should be used. Now while, as 
stated in my last, linseed oil itself is an 
excellent insulator, raw linseed oil by 
itself is too thin a body to give the de- 
sired results, and as it is found in 
mixed paints, combined, as a rule, with- 
out much judgment, with oxides, per- 
oxides, carbonates, sulphates or 
acetates of the various metals, or more 
generally, in a mixture of them with 
the invariable ‘H20” as the emulsifier, 
to enable the chemically incorrect mix- 
ture to hold an appearance of homogen- 
ousness which it does not possess. This 
mixture, though possessing sufficient 
body, is no longer linseed oil, nor can it 
be made equal to linseed oil by any 
equations to the writer known, and the 
compound mixture in the oil destroys 
its usefulness by hydrolisis, and through 
it, by general chemical decomposition 


be 


all along the line, which it has been 
convenient hitherto to charge upon the 
broad shoulders of either the lead or the 
oil or both. Christians, as a rule, for- 
get the Flood, or in order not to forget 
it, use largely of what it was com- 
posed, supposing the consequences upon 
the mixed paints to be equal to the use 
of the fluid upon the Christion infant 
at the baptisimal font, whereby it is- 
sues “pure and unadulterated,” cleansed 
of all sins inherent to its conception 
and birth, and may go forth a true bill 
in every sense of the word. 

There are other ways by which lin- 
seed oil has its best qualities totally 
destroyed, and it is easy for one prac- 
tically conversant with the handling of 
linseed oil, by many of the geniuses 
who preside at the refining tanks or the 
varnish kettles or the paint mixing and 
grinding establishments, to understand 
how “Dr, Dudley” could find, as results, 
the facts heralded by Messrs. Harrison 
Bros. & Co, As a matter of fact, you 
may so treat the poor oil that it will 
dry in a film just suitable for a porous- 
plaster factory, without buying any 
holes to put in it, as they will be ali 
found there; but the holes were not 
born part and parcel of the oil, they 
grew there (as fruits grow) from the 
seed put in the oil by the compounder. 

It is a well-known fact to all able 
varnish and color chemists that linseed 
oil does not dry in the manner supposed 
by the average man, and also that the 
method used in expressing the oil, the 
degree of heat and pressure used, the 
method of refining it, of boiling it, of 
storing it, its age, the further use to 
which it is put in manufacturing var- 
nishes or paints, the method of its use 
as such, and upon what it is used ulti- 
mately, and how, has much to do indeed 
with the ultimate product left by the 
painter upon his work. 

To choose as between a paint as 
usually understood and a varnish as 
usually understood, as to which is the 
most desirable medium wherewith to 
protect iron, we must inquire into the 
insulating power of the various sub- 
stances known as component parts of 
both, and it will be found that a com- 
pound of gum resin and linseed oil, 
without any other admixtures than a 
pure terpene, is an ideal composition. 
The addition of any other substance 
must be left entirely to be decided by 
policy rather than by necessity, with 
the possible exception that varnishes 
made by the old method will naturally 
possess their unavoidable metallic ad- 
mixtures, without which they cannot 
dry ;and unfortunately this method is 
still the general rule,rather that the ex- 
ception. Indeed, the varnish and paint 
trace would lose nothing if many of the 
ancient, practical men who mostly rule 
it were drydocked and had the bar- 
nacles removed from their keels and 
the cobwebs removed from their mast- 
heads; but as this process would mean 
the uniting of scientific knowledge with 
practical efficiency, this acknowledgment 
that something besides routine knowl- 
edge, and muscles, cuunts in the varnish 
chimney as well as in the paint mixing 
room, would be too much to expect in 
this generation from the manufactur- 
ers, Who cannot or will not understand 
that times and the conditions of men 
have changed, and that the chemical 
and manutacturing knowledge of the 
beginning of the century is not up to 
date. 

The ideal protective coating for iron 
wherever practical is, as I have said, a 
baking japan, the next is a varnish 
wherein a thoroughly neutral gum resin 
is incorporated with a thoroughly neu- 
tral and pure linseed oil, so treated as 
to have as much of the raw oil trans- 
formed into pure linolein as will be 
possible, and none into linoleic acid. 
But this varnish must be made upon 
thoroughly scientific and up-to-date 
methods, which means that it will dry 
itself from base to apex, or center to 
circumference, and does not require, 1n 
order to dry, to draw from the atmos- 
phere either oxygen in its pure state 
or such compound thereof as will be 
decomposed within the varnish and re- 
lease oxygen below its surface as a by- 
product of chemical decomposition dur- 
ing the dissecation or drying of the 
varnish, which is the only way var- 
nishes made by the old so-called prac- 
tical methods can ever dry. It follows, 
therefore, if the old method is followed, 
and the drying of the varnish shal] pro- 
ceed from the surface, or, more proper- 
ly, from the circumference to the cen- 
ter, and be dependent for its drying 
upon connection with the outside at- 
mosphere, at all times a porous com- 
pound must be produced, through 
which some artificial method of con- 
tinuing the connection from within the 
mass to the atmosphere must be found, 
as otherwise when the circumference 
had dried it would shut off the center 
from any connection with the atmos- 
phere; and in order to dessicate or dry

or oxidize (call it what you will), var- 
nishes made by the old method, it is 
necessary to bring from without to 
within sufficient oxygen to saturate the 
compound in order that it may change 
from the liquid state to the solid state 
at ordinary temperature and barometric 
pressure, and as the molecular attrac- 
tion of the compound for oxygen, 
though great when fully and freely ex- 
posed to the influence of dry air and 
light, under reversed conditions there 
cannot exist any molecular exchange 
or molecular combination, because such 
change only takes place when two ele- 
ments having the necessary affinity for 
one another are so close together that 
the distance between their molecules is 
not appreciable or measurable. It fol- 
lows that artificial means, which I call 
lungs, must in this case be used to 
draw the oxygen from the atmosphere 
to the compound beneath the dry sur- 
face of the varnish, in order to bring 
about complete saturation of the liquid 
compound by oxygen, and therefore it 
becomes necessary to incorporate with 
the varnish at the time of its manu- 
facture in the varnish kettle, a sub- 
stance generally credited with having 
the power to absorb oxygen from the 
atmosphere direct, and to release it un- 
changed beneath the surface of the 
compound of which it forms part until 
this said compound has become solidi- 
fied, or oxidized, as it is generally 
termed. To do this the oil is killed, or 
practically so, if it has not been killed 
before in the so-called bleaching pro- 
cess of the old method, gut of this 
more later on, 

This term of oxidization, in the sense 
usually understood, is not correct when 
applied to varnish, inasmuch an 
oxide or binoxide or peroxide or tetra- 
oxide of the compound is not the cor- 
rect result of the dessication, or 
called oxidization, but more properly 
the oxidization or saturation of its base 
by oxygen. If we were speaking of a 
purely metallic base, or an uncombined 
element, excepting fluorine acting as 
base, by being in the compound in the 
free state, the formation of an oxide 
must follow its union with oxygen; but 
as no free elements are found in var- 
nish, but compound bodies containing 
oxygen either in their simple com- 
bining power or a multiple thereof, 1

the altered molecular arrangement or 
grouping, by the dividing up of the ele- 
mentary molecules of the compound to 
form definite compounas, during the re- 
grouping of which and their chemical 
assimilation the liquid form changes to 
the solid by the usual laws governing 
in such a ease, which are too well 
known to reproduce’ here, and the 
length of this communication is already 
great that I shall reserve for an- 
other occasion the further consideration 
of the manufacture of varnishes with 
direct reference to the uses to which 
they are to be put.

it is thus treated: Being agitated and 
exposed to the air until it becomes quite 
viscious inits noimal state,never heated. 
Then it is chemically treated in its cold 
state, not to disturb the albu- 
men of the oil, and is rendered self- 
oxidizing in six hours, if spread upon 
any surface, which seals the pores of 
wood and metal, and pure carbon black 
admixed covers any defects in iron and 
renders it waterproof and very dura- 
ble. A word about the poreosity of lin- 
seed oil: it does not admit of such 
passage when dense enough to form a 
film, but the oil of to-day generally 
met withisso limpid that it will pass 
entirely through an inch board without 
oxidizing. 

Wherein lies the profit to manufac- 
turers, jobbers or consumers is difficult 
to discover; but the consumer fares 
worse than all others, because he adds 
paint and labor and receives iess than 
half the usual benefit of former years. 
Herein lies the most important point 
for our consideration: Hew can this 
waste of paint be avoided, which 
amounts annualiy to more than 5U per 
cent, of the entire expenditure?

German Sandalwood Oils. 


New York, Nov. 17, 1896. 
litor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

On page 16 of your last edition we 
find an article entitled “German San- 
dalwood Oil.” We do not know who 
this high authority on essential oils 
(we mean the Colombo Globe) is. How- 
ever, we must say we are not a little 
surprised that your paper should print 
any such rubbish in its columns. We 
are quite interested in real German 
sandalwood oil, and import same, al- 
though we do not label it “German 
Sandalwood Oil.”’ We can further state 
that the best sandalwood oils handled 
in this market, and responding in every 
particular to the requirements of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, are oils 
made in Germany, and the same is the 
case all over the world. We presume 
your corresponde rt refers to an oil sold 
in this market and called ‘“‘“German San- 
dalwood Oil” or “Oil. Sandalwood, Ger- 
man,’’ and we will add that this is ef 
stricly American origin. The oil is 
simply an admixture of copaiba’ bal- 
sam, sandalwood oil and sometimes ce- 
darwood oil. It would not pay to im- 
port this article, on account of the duty 
on two of the ingredients, and therefvre 
it is more remunerative to make it up 
here. To give the child a name it is 
called “German.” We are sorry to see 
that some houses in this market label 
certain oils ‘“‘German” which are sup- 
posed to represent cheapest qualities, 
presumably with exactly the same right 
as in England, where, in identically the 
same way, they label certain articles 
“American,”

Inasmuch as the article in the Colom- 
bo (Ceylon) Globe referred solely to 
the so-called ‘*German Sandalwood 
Oil” in the far East, it is evident that, 
while a similar article sold here may 
be as our correspondent says, “of 
strictly American origin,’ the manu- 
facture of this sort of decoction is not 
an American monopoly. If oil labeled 
as “German” does not bear the more 
distinctive label, “made in Germany,” 
which the law requires, the buyer 
would have sufficient evidence to war- 
rant the assumption that it was not 
the genuine oil. We do not quite see, 
by the way, wherein the article quoted 
from the Colombo Globe is open to char- 


‘ acterization as “rubbish.” 


It strikes us 
that that would be a more apt term to 
appiy to the commodity to which it re- 
fers.—Ed.

George S. Davis Retires from Parke, 
Davis & Co. 

The announcement that Mr. George 
S. Davis had retired from the manage- 
ment of Parke, Davis & Co., of which 
concern he has for many years been 
vice-president «und general manager, 
was very much of a surprise to the 
drug trade. Although his desire to lay 
down the cares of business had been 
known for a long time, there was no 
generally entertained suspicion that he 
was likely to see his way clear to do 
so for some time to come. Mr. Davis 
went with the firm of Duffield, Parke 
& Co., in 1867, having previously been 
a traveling salesman for the jobbing 
house of Farrand, Sheley & Co. He 
was a successful salesman, a keen busi- 
ness man and thoroughly familiar with 
the drug trade. His progress with the 
manufacturing house, for which he was 
the only salesman at the outset, was 
rapid and phenomenally successful, al- 
though it was not accomplished without 
a great struggle. His connection with 
the house has been uninterrupted for 
nearly thirty years, and its command- 
ing position is a_ reflection of his 
creative genius, executive management 
and untiring energy. Mr. Davis had 
many interests in Detroit outside of 
Parke, Davis & Co., but is understood 
to have closed them all out and trans- 
ferred all of his real estate holdings, 
his purpose being to burden himself 
hereafter with no other business cares 
than will attend the management of 
an extensive ranche in California, 
which he owns and to which he has al- 
ready retired. It is understood, how- 
ever, that he will act as advisory man- 
ager, a position which will entail little 
care and necessitate but infrequent 
visits to Detroit. Mr. Davis is a bache- 
lor, and since the death of his parents 
has had little use for his handsome 
home on Jefferson avenue, which has 
now been purchased by Mr. Parke. His 
stock farm at Grosse Point has been 
disposed of in sections to a number of 
purchasers. Mr, Davis is but little past 
50 years of age, and the trade will be- 
speak him many years of enjoyment of 
his well-earned rest from the harass- 
ing cares of active business life. 

Mr. William M, Warren, who suc- 
ceeds Mr. Davis as vice-president and 
general manager of Parke, Davis & Co., 
has virtually filled the latter position in 
all but name for the past two years, 
during which time Mr. Davis has been 
very much engrossed in the direction 
of his private affairs. Mr. Warren’s rise 
in the house has been rapid and a highly 
creditable recognition of his merits, and 
his present promotion, upon which he 
will be congratulated by his very nu- 
merous friends in the trade, is espe- 
cially gratifying to Mr. John Clay, the 
manager of the New York branch, 
through whose friendship he becane 
connected with the New York house as 
its first office boy at the time it was 
established, some sixteen years ago. In 
that capacity and the clerical positions 
to which he was speedily elevated, he 
won the confidence of both Mr. Parke 
and Mr. Davis to such a degree that 
in 1885 they induced him to accept a 
more important appointment at De- 
troit, and in 1890 he became a member 
of the Board of Directors of the com- 
pany. Since that time he has been 


given more and more the direction of 
abilities have 


the business, and his 
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been everywhere recognized by the 
trade, to which he is widely known. 
Mr. Warren is about 30 years of age, 
and brings to the position to which he 
has been elected a well-trained business 
mind and a robust physical constitu- 
tion, combined with a very captivating 
personality. 

Mr. John Clay, in referring to the re- 
iirement of Mr. Davis, stated that it 
would not in any way change the busi- 
ress methods of the concern. “It was 
Mr. Davis’ marvelous business ability,” 
he said, “that in earlier years laid the 
lines upon which our concern has rm: de 
its great success, and made Parke, 
Davis & Co, prominent throughout the 
entire world for the accuracy of their 
preparations and for their scientific 
standing. In my judgment, it would be 
a sad reflection upon the business 
icumen of Mr. Davis to suppose that, 
after all these years, he had failed to 
provide some one to take his place in

Paint Club Meeting. 

The fifty-third regular meeting and 
Ainner of the Paint, Oi] and Varnish 
Club of New York was held at the St. 
Denis Hotel on last Thursday evening. 
About forty-five members were pres- 
ent, and President Patrick presided. 

Following the dinner the committee 
renorts were called for, and the Com- 
mittee on Membership reported the 
admission of C. J. Breibach & Son. 

President Patrick, in a few eulogistic 
words, alluding to his work for muni- 
cipal and other reforms, introduced the 
Rev. Madison C, Peters, who spoke on 
the jmmigration problem. 


Dr. Peters began with an amusing 
anecdote. He cared not where nor in 
what condition of life a man may be 
born so long as he is American at 
heart and conforms to the obligations 
of citizenship. He showed that but for 
the influx of immigrants the country 


would have been retarded in develop- 
ment and growth fully half a century. 
After wivine statistics of immigration 
he analyzed its elements, showing that 
during the past twenty-five vears the 
quality of the influx of foreigners has 
greatly deteriorated, the foreign coun- 
tries encouraging the emigration of 
the scum of their population, criminal 
and vicious. Continuing, he advocated 
that Congress legislate to restrict the 
landing of the undesirable classes, 
of whom good citizens cannot be ex- 


pected—they do not possess the ele- 
ments necessary to make good law- 
“abiding members of society. He 


classed the European laborer as “raw 
material” and should pay a heavy per 
capita tax that the American laborer 
be protected against the pauper labor 
of Europe, which is flowing into this 
country to the detriment and degrada- 
tion of the American workingman. He 
mentioned that fully 38 per cent. of 
the foreign born population in this 
State cannot speak the English lan- 
guage and pointed out the disadvan- 
tages threatened by such a state of 
affairs. He inveighed against the prac- 
tice of celebrating any national holiday 
but that of the United States, and no 
flag but the Stars and Stripes should 
be allowed to float from our public 
buildings. His remarks were well re- 
ceived and liberally punctuated with 
appreciative applause. 


Vice-President Lucas called for the 
reading of communications. 
Secretary Templeton read the reply 


of the N. W. D. A. to the dispatch 
sent to that body while in session at 
Philadelphia. He also read the propo- 
sitions presented to the National As- 
sociation for the consideration of local 
clubs. 
Major Garner of 


spoke the large 


amount of important matters brought 
before the National Associution and 
suggested that these questions should 
receive careful consideration. 

A communication from the National 
Association relative to legislation was 
referred to the Executive Committee. 

Chairman Lucas called upon Mr. 
Fortmeyer to give an account of the 
meeting of the National Association. 

Mr. Fortmeyer spoke in a humorous 
vein, and said it was to at- 
tempt to make a report of the business 
of the association, as the trade papers 
had given a full report of the proceed- 
ines, which had doubtless been read by 
all the members. He alluded to the 
report of the committees and especially 
of that of the Committee on the Pro- 
posed New Department of Trade and 
Commerce, showing the enormous im- 
portance of those interests compared 

ith others which are now under the 

of or represented by a Govern- 

t bureau. The credit bureau had 

en brought to the attention of the 
association, but the proposition to form 
a national credit bureau was referred 
to a committee. Other propositions 
submitted to the association were re- 
ferred to, and he urged their consid- 
eration by the local club. He spoke in 
high terms of praise of the ar- 
rangements made jn Philadelphia for 
the entertainment and furtherance of 
exchange of views of the members, and 
as a whole the convention was a most 
successful one. He also spoke in glow-

ing terms of the effect of the con- 
ventions in elevating the trade. 
Mr. Elmendorf was called upon to 


give a report of the entertainment fea- 


tures of the Philadelnhia meeting. He 
went into some of the details of the 
renerous prenarations that had been 


made to entertain the visiting delega- 


tions. He snoke of the kind considera- 


tion of Mr. John Lucas, an invalid, who | 


attended some of the sessions and sup- 
plied the ladies with a fresh bouquet 
each day. The Museum of Philadel- 
vhia was snoken of, and he character- 
ized it as the most wonderful and in- 
teresting in the world, containing so 
much of interest to those engaged in 
commercial and industrial pursuits. 
He believed more time should be given 
to business discussions, although the 
Philadelphians had succeeded in mak- 
ing the convention the most entertain- 
ine and enjoyable it had ever held. 

Major Garner, being called upon. 
snoke of the ardnous duties of the 
members of the Roard of Control at 
the national conventions. and alluded 
to several matters brought hefore that 
hodyv at Philadelphia. He snoke of his 
anvointment as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Proposed Department of 
Trade and Commerce and showed the 
necessity of such a department, refer- 
ring to the statistics presented by Mr. 
Fortmeyer. He ured earnest action 
on the matter on the part of the mem- 
bers of the club. 

Major Garner moved a vote of thanks 
to Rev. M. C. Peters for his admirable 
and patriotic address. Carried.

As yet, no change in prices 
have been made by agents of the va- 


rious makers, who are quoting 6%@7c. 
for the old-established brands, and 6@ 
6c. for those not so well known, as to 
brand and size of the order, Consumers 
of these makes, who generally give 
them the preference, are now taking do- 
mestic, which they are able to purchase 
at more advantageous figures. There is 
more or less conjecture around the trade 
regarding the possible action which the 
domestic corroders may take, should the 
advance in pig lead be maintained. If 
it does not go much above 3c., it is very 
doubtful if they will make any change 
in their price list, which is already elas- 
tic enough to meet any emergency 
which may arise in the future. For the

There is more 
inquiry for 1897 delivery, but corroders, 
in the present condition of the pig lead 
market, are not anxious to enter very 
largely into future obligations at cur- 
rent figures. Cables report a further 
advance abroad in prices of the leading 
foreign makes, but so far no change 
in values here has taken place. Ger- 
man is offered only in a limited way 
for arrival at 54@5%c., for invoice lots, 
as to make and date of arrival. For 
jobbing store parcels they are quoting 
B4@5%c., as to brand and size of the 
order. English is held firm for arrival 
at 5Y4@5%*e., as to make and quantity. 
A limited quantity from seconds could 
be picked up at 5@5l«e., though they 
are generally asking 5\4c. 

LITHARGE.—Considerable business 
has been done in domestic for prompt 
and delivery over the year for the glass 
and rubber trades, which are unusually 
active for this period of the year. 
While the fires in many of the glass 
factories have not yet been lighted, ow- 
ing to some disagreement about the 
wage question, this is in a fair way to 
be settled shortly, as is evidenced by 
the taking up of supplies upon regular 
contracts. Sales are reported of thirty 
tons at prices ranging from 44%@4%c., 
as to quantity and place of delivery, 
less the usual discount terms, English 
glassmakers’ grades have been further 
advanced for arrival, and may now be 
quoted at 7c. for extra, and 54@5\4c. 
for ordinary grades, as to brand, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—As yet there 
has been no change in the quotations 
for the leading brand of French, which 
is held steady at Sc. for arrival, and 
S{@9ec. for jobbing spot parcels, Out- 
side makes, however, are procurable a 
shade While German makes are 
higher abroad, no material change has 
been made here, the demand not being 
of sufficient importance to warrant an 
advance at the moment. For round lots 
for arrival from second hands they are 
quoting 6@6%Kc., as to make and holder, 
while for jobbing spot parcels the price 
ranges from 6%@6l4c., as to brand and 
size of the .order. Domestic, though 
quiet, is held steady at 644.@6%c., as to 
quantity, less the usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—The strong features not- 
ed at the close of our last have been 
further increased by the free buying, 
both in the West and in this section, 
sales aggregating 3,000 tons have been 
made at 2.90@2.92'%4c, for common, and 
2.95@2.97%e. for refined for prompt de- 
livery, while for Spring delivery they 
are asking 8@3.02\%4c. St. Louis market 
has been strong, with sales of several 
round lots at prices ranging from 2.67144 
@2.75¢c., as to quality, 

ZINCS.—There has been more or less 
talk around the trade of a possible ad- 
vance in prices for domestic, but as yet 
none has been made. There is a good 
demand from grinders, who are taking 
up their regular contracts very freely, 
as it is expected there will be a large 
demand next Spring for mixed paints. 
Considerable inquiry is also being made 
concerning 1897 contracts. As_ yet, 
however, manufacturers are not pre- 
pared to make public quotations for 
that delivery. For the present they are 
quoting 4@44c. for jobbing parcels, 
and \e. less for contracts. The export 
demand is sufficient to absorb all sur- 
plus stocks not required for home con- 
sumption.

CHINA CLAY.—There has been more 
demand for carload lots of late, and a 
considerable quantity of stock has been 
moved into consumption on such orders. 
The demand comes chiefly from the pot- 
ters, although the paper makers have 
also been showing rather more inter- 
est. Potters’ grades are in rather light 
supply, but the high grades, suitable 
for paper makers’ use, are fairly plen- 
tiful.

Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal. 


The thirty-fourth annual report of the 
cinchona plaatations of the Government 
of India in British Sikkim and Bhutan 
has lately been submitted to the Bengal 
Government by Dr. George King, C. I. 
k., F. R. S., superintendent of the Royal 
Botanic Gardena, Calcutta, and of the 


cinchona cultivation in Bengai, and 
Government quinologist. 
The number of trees uprooted for 


their bark during the year 1805-06 was 
453,000, comprising 65,000 of C. succi- 
rubra, used for the manufacture of 
“Government Cinchona Febrifuge,” and 
388,000 of the kinds which yield yellow 
or quinine-producing bark, chiefly hy- 
brid sinchona and Calisaya ledgeriana, 
a large proportion of the trees uprooted 
being small. The number of plants was 
incveased during the year by ¥Y,200 hy- 
brids. The total census of living cin- 
chona plants at the close of the year, in- 
cluding nursery stock, was 3,807,701. 
The crop collected during the year 
amounted to 467,190 pounds of dry 
bark, consisting of 53,38U pounds of red 
aud 413,810 pounds of yellow bark. The 
whole of this crop, with the exception 
of 70014 pounds supplied to the Govern- 
ment Medical Stores Department, or 
sold to Government institutions, was 
made over to the cinchona factory for 
manufacture ‘nto quinine and febrifuge.

12s.) per pound, and from 387,200 
pounds of yellow bark, 9,004 pounds of 
quinine sulphate, valued at Rs. 14 


| (about 16s.) per pound, were manufac- 


tured. An additional 1,500 pounds of 
quinine was purchased from the quinine 
factory of the Madras Government at 
Ootacamund, in order to meet the 
greatly increased demand for the 5- 
grain packets, which are issued to the 
people at all post-offices throughout the 
province at the rate of one pice each 
(less than a farthing.) 


The total issue of quinine for the yea 
amounted to 10,287 pounds, an increase 
of 2,725 pounds on the previous year, 
1,145 pounds of this increase being due 
to the growth of the post-office demand 
for pice-packets, and 937 pounds issued 
on account of the Chitral expedition. 
Of cinchona febrifuge there were issued 
during the year 3,830 pounds, 554 
pounds more than in the previous year, 
the amount purchased by the public 
having increased by 194 pounds, show- 
ing that the preparation is held in high 
estimation by the public as a cheap and 
reliable remedy for fever, notwithstand- 
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ing that cinchonidine and cinchnonine 
can be produced at a cheaper rate in 
the Calcutta bazaar. The febrifuge is 
an unbleached quinetum, and represents 
the total alkaloids in the bark. 


The net profit on the year’s operations 
amounted to Rs. 4,598, a sum which, 
Dr, King says, would form but a small 
dividend on the capital which has been 
sunk .in these plantations since they 
were first begun. There has not been 
for many years, however, any capital to 
pay interest upon, as the cost of planta- 
tions was extinguished long ago by 
profits made during the early years of 
the manufacture of cinchona febrifuge. 
As the Government of India desires 
only to secure for the people, without 
loss to itself, a cheap remedy for fever, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal con- 
siders this result entirely satisfactory. 
The demand for quinine in the popular 
5-grain powders has increased with 
such rapidity that it has been found 
necessary to limit the sale to post-offices 
in Bengal and Assam, and to discon- 
tinue the regular supply to other proy- 
inces.—Pharm, Journal. 
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Estimation of Chlorate in Bleach. 


A recent number of the Zeitschrift fur 
Angewandte Chemie contains a com- 
munication by R. Fresenius upon the 
detection and estimation of the calcium 
chlorate in bleaching powder. 

The method which the author adopts 
is briefly as follows: Twenty grams of 
bleach are rubbed finely in a mortar 
with a small quantity of water. More 
water is gradually added, and the whole 
transferred to a litre flash, made up 
to the mark, well shaken, allowed to 
settle and filtered through a dry filter. 
For a determination, whether quantita- 
tive of qualitative, 50 c.c. of the filtrate 
are employed. 

In either case the measured quantity 
is transferred to a flask and treated 
with excess of neutral lead acetate so- 
lution. At first a white precipitate is 
formed, consisting of the mixed chloride 
and hydrated oxide of lead, which, in 
the presence of hypochlorite of lime and 
free chlorine, passes from yellow into a 
brown color with formation of peroxide 
of lead. 

The precipitate is allowed to settle, 
and tothesupernatantliquoralittle more 
lead solution is added to ensure the 
presence of an excess of this reagent, 
and this point being ascertained, the 
unstoppered flash is allowed to stand 
for some time, with occasional shaking. 
After eight or ten hours the smell of 
chlorine will have disappeared, partly 
from the escape of the gas and partly 
by reason of its reaction upon the ex- 
cess of lead acetate. 

If only a qualitative determination is 
to be made, the precipitate is removed 
by filtration, and then the lead separ- 
ated by the addition of a slight excess 
of dilute sulphuric acid. The filtrate 
from the lead sulphate is treated with 
a small quantity of indigo solution, and 
to this is added drop by drop an aque- 
ous solution of sulphuric acid. If 
chlorie acid be present it is reduced by 
the sulphurous acid, and the chlorous 
compounds formed (or chlorine, as the 
reaction proceeds) will destroy the color 
of the indigo. Of course, it need hardly 
be pointed out that an excess of sul- 
phurous acid must be avoided, as this 
would react upon the liberated chlorine, 
converting the latter into hydrochloric 
acid. 

When a quantitative estimation is to 
be made, the mixed precipitate of chlor- 
ide and peroxide of lead, obtained as 
above, is washed upon the filter to a 
neutral reaction. The washings are 
somewhat concentrated by evaporation 
and added to the filtrate, which is then 
treated with carbonate of soda solution 
in slight excess. After standing some 
time, the carbonates of lead and cal- 
cium are filtered off, washed, and the 
filtrate, after being evaporated almost 
to dryness, is transferred to a small 
flask and the chloric acid estimated by 
Bunsen’s method of distillation with 
strong hydrochloric acid into a solution 
of potassium iodide, the determination 
being completed by titration with hypo- 
sulphite, or according to the modifica- 
tion of Finkener. 
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Second Meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry. 


The second meeting of the New York 
Section of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry was held at _ the College of

kaline substance such as calcined soda, 
is employed. Oftimes sulphate of soda, 
phosphate of soda, common salt, alum 
or borax are employed. These are 
usually mixed with the substantive col- 
oring matters, producing a precipitat- 
ing effect in the dye bath. For simply 
reducing the strength cane sugar or 
dextrine are added, as they do not re- 
act in the dye bath and are merely 
diluents. While dextrine is usually the 
cheaper of the two, it is not so pref- 
erable as cane sugar, but during the 
past year or so the latter has been 
used, as it has been about as cheap as 
dextrine, and it is more soluble. Re- 
cently some aniline colors so treated 
failed to work to the entire satisfaction 
of the buyer, as they were not com- 
pletely soluble in water. There was 
left a large quantity of insoluble black 
matter on treatment with hot water, 
which proved to be insoluble in all or- 
ganic solvents, and did not react with 
any acids or alkalies. On further ex-

Mr. C. F. A. Meisel read his paper 


on “Crude and Refined Carbonate of 


Potash.” It is of considerable inter- 
est to our readers, as Mr. Meisel is 
the chemist at the United States Ap- 
praisers’ Stores who assisted the Board 
of General Appraisers in reaching their 
recent conclusion as_ to the proper 
classification of crude carbonate of 
potash in the tariff of 1894. Mr. 
Meisel said in part that he understood 
the question was the distinction be- 
tween crude and refined carbonate of 
potash, potash or potassium carbonate, 
as these terms may be used _inter- 
changeably. He gave it as his opinion 
that, from a chemical standpoint, it is 
impossible to say that because a cer- 
tain sample contains a relatively high 
percentage of potassium carbonate it 
is refined, and that another, containing 
a much lower percentage,is for that rea- 


son crude. In stating that carbonate of 


potassium may be prepared in a num- 
ber of different ways, and form a num- 
ber of different materials, he said he 
believed there was but one process to- 
day which is of any commercial im- 
portance, and that is the one analagous 
in every respect to the LeBlanc soda 
process, by which potassium carbonate 
is prepared from natural chloride or 
Sulphate of potash at the Stassfurt 
mines in Germany. Carbonate of lime 
is used with carbon to convert and 
reduce the sulphate of potash to car- 
bonate of potash. A _ reverberatory 
furnace is employed. ‘The resulting 
fused or partially fused mass contains 
a number of products, the chief com- 
ponents being potassium carbonate 
and calcium sulphide. ‘The latter is 
insoluble in water, while the former is 
soluble, hence they are easily separated. 
the resulting solution of potassium 
carbonate being boiled down and again 
calcined, in order to convert any 
potassium hydrate formed into car- 
bonate and to get rid of any uncon- 
sumed carbon. By successive crys- 
tallizations the product may be puri- 
fied. It is then seen that a number 
of products may be placed on the mar- 
ket, from crudest first product to the 
highest grade of refined carbonate of 
potash. Lime in some form is always 
a constituent of crude potash, and the 
latter almost always contains a per- 
centage of caustic potash. The author 
then stated that it became almost im- 
possible to say what was refined car- 
bonate of potash. He had examined a 
large number of samples, and the ma- 
jority contained over 90 per cent. of 
potassium carbonate. These he _  be- 
lieved to be partly refined, and most 
of them highly refined, or constituting 
what should justly be termed refined 
carbonate of potash. 

Dr. H. Schw :itzer then followed with 
his paper, “Precaution in Reducing the 
Tinctorial Strength of Aniline Colors.” 
He began by stating certain facts well 
known to everybody in the dyestuff 
trade, saying the manufacturers of dye- 
stuffs are forced to sell all their prod- 
ucts of a uniform strength in order 
that the dyers may employ standard 
recipes, which always produce the same 
result with corresponding preparat‘ons 
of materials. But, inasmuch as vari- 
ous batches in the manufacture of ani- 
line colors do not run even, and the 
final products differ in their tinctorial 
power, the manufacturers are obliged 
to adopt some reduced standards to 
which all of their products can be 
brought by mixing with the dyestuffs 
varying proportions of inert, water- 
soluble matter. Depending on the na- 
ture of the dyestuff, either an acid galt 
auch as bisulphgte of soda or an als 


to be carbonaceous matter, produced by 
the decomposition of cane suagr. Sub- 
sequent experiments proved that the 
decomposition was caused by the pres- 
ence of bisulphate of soda. Thinking 
that the commercial bisulphate was 
perhaps too acid, chemically pure was 
employed, with the same result. The 
author concluded, as a result of his 
investigation, that dyestuff manufac- 
turers should be cautioned against mix- 
ing cane sugar with aniline colors 
which at the same time contain acid 
salts. , 

Dr. H. Endemann then read his con- 
tribution to the “Asphalt Qpestion,” in 
which he went into the constitution of 
the various constituents, petroline and 
asphaltine. The doctor has revolution- 
ized the methods of chemical analysis. 
The paper was of considerable interest 
and an abstract will be printed in the 
Reporter ere long.

The Naval Stores Industry. 


Although the naval stores business 
is an enormous industry throughout 
the South, particularly in Georgia, and 
Savannah enjoys the distinction of be- 
ing the largest market in the world 
for this important item of commerce, 
there are comporatively few people, 
not directly interested in this trade, 
who have a thorough knowledge of 
the product and its uses. 


The Morning News has several times 
been asked to explain why “tar, pitch 
and turpentine,” and spirits turpentine 
and rosin are commercially called 
naval stores. An instance occurred a 
few days ago, when a life insurance 
agent, who had an application for a 
policy from a “naval stores inspector” 
of this city, received an inquiry from 
the main office as to the direct occupa- 
tion of the applicant, the “supreme 
medical examiner” of the company con- 
cluding that he was an officer in the 
navy. It was necessary to consider 
well the risk of ‘“‘taking the life” of a 
man subjected to disasters of the sea 
and the dangers of a naval engage- 
ment. 

Naval stores is a misnomer, having 
originated many years ago, when tar 
and pitch were first used to coat the 
bottoms of vesels to render them water 
tight, and to cover the riggings of ships 
to preserve them from the action of 
the weather. All ships carried con- 
tinually a supply of tar among their 
stores, and hence the origin of ‘‘naval 
stores.” 

When the products of the pine tree 
became known, the crude misnomer 
‘naval stores’ was recognized by the 
commercial world as the fitting name 
for all articles of commerce manufac- 
tured from the “‘long-leaved” pine. The 
term is in general acceptance an ex- 
ceedingly comprehensive one, but, as 
it is commercially used and under- 
stood, embraces only those products of 
turpentine known as spirits, rosin, tar, 
pitch and crude turpentine. 

American turpentine is  chiefiy ob- 
tained from the “long-leaved’’ pine, 
which is abundant on the coast of 
Georgia, the Carolinas, in the upper 
portion of Florida and in the lower 
belt of Alabama and Mississippi. 

Spirits, or oil of turpentine, is a vola- 
tile oil distilled from turpentine. 

Rosin is the residuum from the 
distilJation of turpentine, when it is 
freed of. the spirits of turpentine and 
water which it contains, 


Tar is produced by burning the wood 
of the “long-leaved” pine in kilns so 
constructed that the tar is extracted 
from the wood without being con- 
sumed—it running from the bottom in 
a liquid state. The residuum is char- 
coal. 


What is known to commerce as navy 
pitch remains after the oil has been 
extracted from the tar, and this was 
formerly the only way of obtaining it. 
It is now produced by a combination of 
tar and dark rosin. 


Crude turpentine is produced by cut- 
ting during the winter a hollow re- 
ceptacle, called a box, in the lower part 
of the tree. During the spring and 
summer the pores of the sappy por- 
tion of the tree are opened weekly by 
a slight cutting, which enables the tur- 
pentine to exude and run into the box, 
from which it is dipped and placed 
in barrels for transportation to the dis- 
tilleries. Whatever remains during the 
autumn hardened on the face or side of 
the tree has to be scraped off, and is 
sometimes added to the last drippings, 
but is generally put in separate barrels 
and sent to the stills as scrapings. 


Previous to 1820 the production of 
turpentine was very small, being con- 
fined to the regions of North Carolina, 
between the Cape Fear river on the 
south and the Tar river on the north, 
the shipping depots being Wilmington, 
Newberne and Washington. Distilla- 
tion was done to a very little extent, 
and in iron stills upon a plan very dif- 
ferent from that at present in use. 
Most of the products went to the North- 
ern ports, and the balance was shipped 
to Great Britain in the crude state. Up 
to 1836 the getting of turpentine was 
confined to a space between the two 
above-named rivers, and within twenty- 
five miles of the shipping points, the 
quantity produced being sufficient for 
consumption of this country and for ex- 
port to Great Britain. 

In 1834 great improvements were 
made in distillation by the use of cop- 


per stills, when the product was in- 
creased, and new distilleries were 
erected at the shipping points. In 1836 


the manufacture of India rubber goods 
caused a new demand for spirits turpen- 
tine, increasing the value greatly, and 
creating a demand for new territory 
near shipping points. Up to this time 
it was considered that the country on 
the west and south sides of the Cape 
Fear river would not yield turpentine. 
A test was made in 1837, the error was 
discovered, and the business extended 
rapidly. After 1840 many of the oper- 
ators left the old region to operate in 
the new. Up to 1844 no distilling was 
done away from the shipping points, all 
turpentine being sent in from the coun- 
try in the crude state, and was manu- 
factured about as follows: One-fourth 
in North Carolina, one-fourth in North- 
ern cities, and one-half in Great Britain. 
Some spirits of turpentine was used for 
illuminating purposes as early as 1882, 
in mixture with hi¢h-proof alcohol, and 
called “spirit gas.” 


About 1842 rectified spirits of turpen- 
tine began to be used largely as an il- 
luminator under the names of cam- 
phene, pine oil, etc. The mixture with 
alcohol furnished under various names 
and at cheaper rates when the patent 
right expired, and was the cheapest 
light known until the discovery of pe- 
troleum, which has entirely displaced it. 

The increased demand for spirits of 
turpentine caused the production to in- 
crease, and the gathering extended to 
the States south, embracing South Caro- 
lina, Georgie, Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi. 


The quantity of rosin produced ex- 
ceeded the demand, and was not worth 
the cost of handling, even at the ports. 
This caused disti'ling to be done as near 
producing points as possible, which car- 
ried into the country numerous distil- 
leries, A new demand, however, sprang 
up for rosin, as it became extensively 
used in the manufacture of varnishes 
and soap and numerous other articles. 
Previous to 1846 the tariff of Great 
Britain was such as to exclude imports 
of spirits of turpentine and rosin, but 
when free trade was established in 
spirits and rosin, as well as crude tur- 
pentine, shipments were made in all 
grades, the manufacturers increasing 
and the crude decreasing up to 1861, 
when business became closed by the 
breaking out of the war. 


Upon the opening of business in 1865. 
there was some stock of spirits and 


rosin on hand in.the South, which,. with- 


old crude on hand, constituted the busi- 
ness until the new crop of 1866 came 
into market, since which time the pro- 
duction has continued regularly, but 
did not at any time prior to 1875 reach 
an equal to 1860, the many uses of the 
product of petroleum, when spirits of 
turpentine had before answered, having 






















yeduced the demand, and caused prices 
in some localities to be unremunerative, 
especially from off railroads and rivers, 
the hauling being too expensive, and, 
besides, the cost of production was too 
great, as the vast number of trees had 
been overworked, especially in that sec- 
tion of North Carolina where turpen- 
tine was first produced, 

The operators sought new fields, and 
numbers of North Carolinans came to 
Georgia. 

The vast forests of ‘“‘virgin’’ pine trees 
in this State offered to the experienced 
turpentine producers a new and re- 
munerative field for operations, and for 
fifteen years the production of naval 
stores increased rapidly in this State, 
being a financial success to those in- 
terested in the business, and at the 
same time making Savannah the lead- 
ing shipping point and the largest mar- 
ket in the world. 

As is too well known among those di- 
rectly interested, the naval stores trade 
during the past three seasons has suf- 
fered from the effects of overproduction, 


and the industry continues to suffer, 
being further depressed by the recent 
financial stringency, which has greatly 


curtailed the domestic demand _ for 


spirits and rosin. At present the prices 
of naval stores are low—in fact, almost 
below the cost of production; but, with 


the determination among the operators 
to reduce the production, it is hoped 


that there is a better future for busi- 
ness generally. 

The receipts of spirits turpentine and 
rosin at Savannah for the year 1893, 
in round numbers, were about 257,000 


casks of turpentine and 950,040) barrels 
of rosin, which was about three-fourths 


of the entire crop of the United States. 

In this State, as trees have from time 
to time become exhausted, they have 
been cut into sawmill timber, and all 


through Georgia the mill men follow in 
the wake of the turpentine operator and 
cut timber which has previously served 
to product turpentine. The operations 
of the turpentine operator In this State 


continue about three or four years in 
a forest of pines, whereas formerly the 
trees in the locality where turpentine 


was first produced were worked for a 
number of years. Some old trees in 
North Carolina have been’ constantly 
chipped for twenty years. It does not 
pay, however, to continue the opera- 
tions longer than three or four years, as 
the yield becomes so diminished that 
the expense of production overbalances 
the value of the product.

Cottonseed Cake a Wholesome Feed- 
stuff, 


Dr. George F, Payne, State chemist of 
the State of Georgia, has written an 
interesting article on the subject of cot- 
ton seeds, in answer to an article pub- 
lished by Dr. Blyth, an English chemist 
of reputation, who takes the position 
that cottonseed contains a poisonous 
matter that has not been fully under- 
stood by chemists. 

The book of Dr. Blyth haé been out 
for some time, but only recently reached 
this country. In it he states that cot- 
tonseed cakes have caused the death of 
both sheep and calves, and that the ef- 
fect on animals is generally bad. Dr. 
Payne says. 

“Thousands of tons of whole cotton 
seeds are fed annually to the cattle of 
the Southern United States, and there is 
also an enormous quantity of the meal 
fed to cattle. 

“The hulls, which are removed from 
the seed before the extraction of the oil, 
are also used in enormous amounts in 
the Southern United States as a feed- 
stuff. Not only are the cattle fed upon 
the meal and hulls, but the mules and 
horses also to a limited extent. In At- 
lanta, Ga., several head of cattle are fat- 
tened each year with the waste cotton- 
seed hulls from the oil mills of that city. 
These cattle are shipped from Texas to 
Baltimore on through bills of lading, 
but are allowed the permission of a 
stoppage of about two months im Geor- 
gia to be fattened with this wonderfully 
cheap material. 

“The writer has fed a number of Jer- 
sey cattle with whole cottonseed, cotton- 
seed meal and cottonseed hulls without 
any ill éffectS whatever. ~ , - 

“Living in the midst of a section feed- 
ing enormous quantities-of-whole cetton- 
seed and its products, the writer has 
never, yet met, with any case which 
would bear out the supposition that 
there were any poisonous qualities in 


this material.”

LINSEED OIL.—Under a weaker 
tone for seed, largely in sympathy with 
the turn in the grain markets, Chicago 
has reported an easier feeling in oil, 
and 29c. has been more freely named 
than when we last wrote. At the same 
time the principal crushers have held 
steadily to their quotations, and offers 
from buyers for several carloads on a 
basis of 32c. here, which would be equai 
to 29c. f. 0. b. Chicago, have found no 
sellers. There was a weak tone de- 
veloped in the seed market early in the 
week, but it has since strengthened, al- 
though the quotation is a little under 
last week at the close. The present 
dullness in trade, and the fact that no 
very active distribution can be looked 
for between now and the first of the 
year, is likely to result in some pretty 
full tanks, with the possibility of an 
occasional lot of oil offering at a price 
that will force its sale, but the course 
of oil is pretty certain to be in close 
sympathy with seed, and the indispo- 
stiion of crushers to contract for for- 
ward deliveries of oil indicates clearly 
their view as to the probable course of 
values. It is stated that a meeting of 
crushers is to be held at Chicago next 
week, the outcome of which may be 
some plan to relieve the market of the 
occasional lots that are forced out at a 
sacrifice. In the meantime city crushers, 
evidently tiring of the protection they 
have given to Western and state offerings 
at irregular prices, to-day reduced their 
figures to 383@384c. The reduction was 
altogether unexpected and its effect upon 
the prices of Western has not developed 
at the time we go to press. 

COTTONSEED, Crude.—The week 
opened with more inqutry from the west- 
ern packers and soap makers, which re- 
sulted in the placing of several blocks of 
erude for consumption in that quarter 
Following these sales was the placing of 
several thousand barrels with the leading 
company, the bulk of which goes to some 
of their western refineries, and the balance 
down east at prices ranging from 184@ 
1944c loose as to location of mills. The 
‘o' ‘ng up of these large blocks of oil, to- 
gether with several hundred barrels in 
this section at 2214@238c imparted 
more strength to the market for the time 
being. Later, however, three mills which 
declined to sell when they had the chance 
and finding the principal outlets in the 
west filled for the time heing, began to 
show more anxiety to sell their holdings, 
prices gave way and at the close 17@ 
173ge was best bid for Atlantic mills, 
where there was wore pressure to 
sell, Then another reason which 
probably influenced the market more 
than anything else was the break in 
the price for old refined oil, which had 
been in store here for many months past, 
and the holders of which are inclined to 
part with before the surplus stocks of 
new refined come on the market, as they 
usually do in December. There is 
nothing in the situation to warrant the 
belief that the bottom has dropped 
out of the market, on the contrary 
tis clearing away of some of the cloude 
that have been hanging over the market 
and thus preventing a legitimate rise in 
values. We discuss the situation more 
fully editorially and also publish some 
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interesting letters from various sections 
of the cotton belt on another page.

Refined —More_ disposition to sell 
has developed during the latter part of 
the week, especially old crop lots held in 
store here for some months. In regard 
to this, it is felt that with a fair 
supply of a good quality of Texas 
oil, neither butterine makers nor com- 
pound lard manufacturers are by any 
chance likely to interest themselves in 
these old lots, and as the difference be- 
tween prime and off yellow shows a ten- 
dency to widen, holders of old otl evi- 
dently fear that some of their holdings 
might pass into the off category and ate 
therefore anxious to get rid of them. 
While the sale of such lots neces- 
sarily affected all kinds of refined 
unfavorably, the comyarative steadiness 
of the crude oil market seems to presage 
a better future for refined oil later on. 
Undoubtedly the break in oil prices must 
have a restricting influence on mill

operations, and this is borne out 
by reports received. In Texas, especially, 
the crush will likely fall below 


that of last year irrespective of the cotton 
yield, because the shortage of the corn 
crop in that State as well as other sections 
of the South, is directing a large precent- 
age of the seed to the feeding of cattle. 
One reason assigned for te pressure to 
sell old oil arises from the fact that De- 
cember is usually the month when surplus 
stocks of new oil come on the market for 
sale, and to avoid further storage expen- 
ses holders have decided to release these 
holdings, Another version is that this is 
only a blind. ‘1hat while low prices are 
named for December it is done in the hope 
that blocks of new oil for January 
may be drawn out at more advan- 
tageous figures than so far named for 
these months. Possibly the idea is that 
by naming low prices exporters may be 
inducea to take hold at about 25c., and 
thus the marset would be relieved of 
stocks, which heretofore have been an im- 
pediment to a rise in values. Be that as 
it may the market at the close is decidedly 
weak and in buyers’ favor, with a feeling 
that possibly before the year closes 
we may see spot or December oil 
selling below 25c. There is a fair de- 
mand for both white and winter oils for 
export, prices of which have not mate- 
rially changed. The market closes some- 
what unsteady at 25@26c. forsummer yel- 
low and off yellow at2434@251¢c. White 
oil 273¢@28c, and winter oil 32@33c. 
The week opened with sales by one of 
the leading refiners of 5,000 bbls 
for December and January delivery 
at 26c; later in the day this was resold 
at 261¢c, being the top price so far 
this season for a round lots The 
other sales consist of 100 bbls yellow 
for export, at 26!¢¢; 200 bbls do, at 26}¢¢;

PARAFFINE WAX.—Conditions in 
this market have undergone no change, 
and holders and shippers appear to be 
still hopelessly apart in their views. 
The freight rates, too, continue a bar 
to an active export demand, and con- 
sequently trade has been light. The 
movement of wax abroad, however, has 
been quite large, but this is mainly due 
to deliveries on existing contracts. The 
offers of Western wax have not been 
large, and are mostly at 3\c., though it 
is intimated that 3c. would secure a lot 
for export, either here or at Boston, but 
not on the conditions shippers would 
impose. The home demand for 124@ 
126 m. p. appears to be sufficient to pre- 


vent any undue accumulation. The 
principal holders quote crude at 3c.

p. Refined is steady and in moderate 
request at 5c. for 115@120 m. p.; 5l4e.

LARD.—The lard market has been 
extremely depressed during most of the 


week, and the occasional reactions have 


not been sufficient to save it from a 
very marked net decline. The fluctua- 
tions have to only a slight extent sym- 
pathized with the speculative course of 
wheat, and have been altogether more 
violent than have at any other time 
disturbed the latter. In fact, the in- 
fluences at work on lard have indirect- 
ly been quite independent of those 
which manipulated the grain market, 
and have employed the latter only as 
they afforded some measure of assist- 
ance. The short interest in lard ap- 
pears to have been pretty well squeezed 
out during the late rise, and the pack- 
ers and outside holders, who have been 
the free sellers during the week, have 
found no buying interest to lend sup- 
port to the market at any point. Re- 
finers have been pretty well supplied, 
and the shipping outlet has been prac- 
tically closed by the indifference of for- 
eign markets to any further addition to 
stock. The only real support just now 
may be said to come from the soap ket- 
tle, which has taken a good deal of lard 
at the West during the week, this be- 
ing the cheapest of all the greases at 
the moment. That the depression has 
been due mainly to the hammering 
which packers have given the market 
has been apparent to any observer, and 
their purpose has been obviously to de- 
press values in hogs, for at the very 
time that they have been free sellers 
of lard at declining figures they have 
raised their bids on cotton oil. 
Saturday closed at 5@7%% points off 
from our figures, while with free offer- 
ings by packers the break was widened 
12% points further. On Tuesday the 
hammering process continued, with a 
further loss of 17% points, and while 
there was a little more vitality ex- 
hibited on Wednesday, it did not pre- 
vent a net decline of 5 points for the 
day. There was a little reaction again 


on Thursday, but with a final loss of 
few points more, and the packers still 
foremost sellers. Yesterday’s market 
showed a little more activity, and after 
opening 214 points off, advanced 5 and 
closed at about the figures of the pre- 
vious night. 

To-day the market opened up about 
5 points from yesterday, with Decem- 
ber options at 3.75c.; January, 4c., and 
May, 4.20c. Prime steam on spot is 
quoted 3.6244@3.75c. for city, and 4.10c. 
for Western 

Refined lard has been in fair demand 
for home trade, but without liberal buy- 
ing on the part of shippers, and the 
range of prices is W%@%c. lower all 
round. We quote export packages 444@ 
6c., compound 44%4@4%c., and neutral 
5HA@)\e. 

TALLOW.—The week has been ex- 
cecdingly tame, the first three days be- 
ing without transactions here, except 
as the country arrivals were taken up 
from day to day. Although freights 
have eased up a little and there is 
more room obtainable, exporters have 
shown no interest, and have not been 
bidders. The foreign position has not 
changed materially, but stocks there 
are of pretty fair propositions, and 
buyers are in a position to hold off 
from this market. when melters enter- 
tain such lofty ideas as prevailed last 
week and for a good share of the 
present one. The London auction on 
Wednesday showed a decline of 64., 
with small sales out of offerings of 
over 2,000 casks. Home buyers were 
bidding 35¢c. throughout the week, but 
found no sellers until Thursday, when 
one prominent melter let 400 hhds. go 
at that figure, and this formed the ba- 
sis for the deliveries on contracts. 
Yesterday 125 hhds. more were sold at 
3%c., but the bulk of the stock here 
is held out of this market, one maker 
still holding at 4c. The accumulations 
have been considerable, but melters are 
pretty confident as to the future needs 
both of the home trade and shippers. 
At the West stocks of prime tallow re- 
main light, with some business done, 
but soapmakers are not buying so 
freely as they did last week. 

The sales of country tallow have 
amounted to over 300,000 Ibs. at 3%@ 
35%c., the receipts being pretty welt 
cleared uv on arrival. 

There has been very little business 
done at the out ports, but stocks there 
are pretty strongly held at 354@4c. for 
good to choice. At Chicago the sales 
have mostly been at 4c. for prime pack- 


ers’, We quote here city prime, 3144@ 
354c; country, 3%@3%c. Edible has 
been in light demand, at 4@4%%c. 


STFA RINE.—Lard refiners were net 
free buyers at any time during the week, 
and while pressers held up their prices 
for oleo stearine pretty firmly at 5kkKe. 
for city during the first half of the 
week, the general bid was 4%c., with 
buyers indifferent. Rotterdam has 
been weak and declining on oleo oil, 
with sales on Monday at 41 fl1., from 
which point there was a further sag- 
ging, and good brands sold next day 
at 40 fl. On Thursday 88 fl. was quoted, 
but without sales. Buyers of stearine 
showed a little more disposition to take 
stock on Wednesday, and raised their 
bids to 5e., which was accepted on the 
following day for about 50,000 Ibs., 
nearly equally divided between city and 
out-of-town makers.

LINSEED OIL.—The market shows no 
improvement in price—in fact the pre- 
vailing tone is a shade easier. Eastern 
views of the local situation are read 
here with amusement. The ups and 
downs of the seed market long ago 
ceased to affect the price of oil at Chi- 
cago—a fact which is known by every 
carrier, crusher and broker in the 
Northwest. Nominally linseed oil is 
quoted here at 30c. This figure, how- 
ever, may be regarded as the outside 
limit. There is little question that a 
round lot has been sold here this week 
at 1@2c. below this quotation. It may 
also be asserted that the old-time fac- 
tional rivalry has not been eliminated. 
The demand is fair for the season—bet- 
ter than it was a week ago, and the 
anticipated betterment has materialized 
with the general resumption of business. 


FLAXSEED.—The official postings 
show a decided falling off in both re- 
ceipts and shipments, as compared with 
the week preceding. Receipts have been 
178,836 bushels (about 40 per cent.) less, 
while shipments have been but little 
more than one-fourth as great. Nor has 
the total movement at all approximated 
that of the same week of last year, the 
receipts and shipments alike having 
been about one-third less. An active 
movement, however, is reported from 
Duluth. The official figures show the 
total receipts at that point for the cur- 
rent crop year to have been 4,086,000 
bushels, as against 3,597,000 bushels 
during the same portion of the crop year 
of 1895-6; while shipments have reached 
3,447,000 bushels, as against 1,644,000 
bushels last year. The following com- 
parative statement relative to Chicago 
is compiled from the daily reports of the 
secretary of the Board of Trade.

—about fifty cars. It has consisted 
wholly of seed, either “billed through” 
or sent forward without reinspection, 
there having becn 13,82U bushels of the 
former and 11,600 of the latter; in all, 
25,420 bushels. The speculative interest 
uas again vecome a prominent factor in 
the market for both cash seed and fu- 
ture deliveries. The former has oupinit- 
ed a range of six cents, opening at 7914 
selling uown to 7i4c., and later ——- 
ering to Td%e. Repor ted sales on 
‘Change foot up 214 cars and 2,000 
bushels of contract grades (No. 1 N. W. 
and No. 1) and 23 cars of rejected, the 
latter selling, by sample, at 71@77c. Car- 
riers and crushers have shown some in- 
terest in the market, but there has been 
no buying on export account. Generally 
speaking, both the cash and speculative 
markets sympathized with the course of 
wheat, prices of seed rising and falling 
as did those of the cereal. Speculative 
trading was confined to December and 
May deliveries, both of which were ac- 
tive, especially the later option. Decem- 
ber was reported sold to the extent of 
318,000 bushels, at prices ranging down- 
ward from 79%c. to 7444c., with a final 


reaction of about a cent. Sales of May 
seed have much more than doubled 
those of December, and fluctuations 
have extended over a range of 5léc. 
This delivery opened at S83@84c., and 
after selling up to 8dc., rapidly declined 
to 7914c., reacted 2c., and finally fell off 
to 804%4c. November has been chiefly 
nominal, and quotably %4@1c, below De- 
cember. 

OIL CAKE.—The market has been 
firm, and would have been more active 
had there been more cake available for 
purchase. The situation has been 
rather favorable to crushers, who are 
sold down to a point which leaves little 
surplus. Reported sales aggregate but 
a few hundred tons, yet they were made 
toward the end of the week, and at an 
advance. Crushers held off early, but 
$16@16.25 was finally obtained, with the 
outside bid at the close. Meal is in good 
request at $16.50@17, there being a good 
consumption inquiry from the West. 

OLEO OIL.—Cables from Rotterdam 
indicate a firmer tone in the Holland 
market, although prices have not im- 
proved. Trading has been more active, 
and extra grades have commandr@ about 
40 flor:ns all around. Sales of some 2,300 
tierces are reported (more than double 
those of the previous week), the result 
being no material change in stocks in 
first hands. These are still about 4,000 
tierces. There have been liberal ex- 
ports, those for the week being estimat- 
ed at some 2,300 tierces. Neutral lard 
has slightly improved. A better inquiry 
is reported, and sellers are inclined to 
be firm at 3614 florins. To-day’s cables 
indicate a firm feeling on the part of 
holders, with churners inclined to indif- 
ference. The local market is dull, but 
may be called a shade firmer, 

LARD OIL.—The downward tendency 
of lard has made itself felt in the form 
of a uniform decline of 2c, in quotations 
for all grades.

transpired and trading has been prac- 
tically at a standstill, with prices show- 
ing a steady decline during the past 
three days.

Perfumed Smelling Salts. 


Emil Utard imported satin lavande, 
which the collector assessed for duty 
at 40 per eent., paragraph 61, as an 
article of perfumery. The importer 
claims entry at 20 per cent., as an un-~ 
enu aerated manufactured article, and 
alternatively at 25 per cent. as a chem- 
ical salt. The Board of General Ap- 
praisers, in an opinion by Mr. Shar- 
retts, has sustained the protest of the 
importer, and has fixed the duty at 25 
per cent. The opinion says the article 
is perfumed smelling salts, and con- 
cludes: ‘“‘We have heretofore (in G. A., 
3,090) held that plain smelling salts 
were not dutiable as toilet articles, un- 
der the same paragraph and rate, but 
as chemical salts, at 25 per cent., para- 
graph 60. No appeal was taken from 
said decision, and we presume the pres- 
ent importation was thought to be ex- 
cluded from that classification by rea- 
son of being perfumed. In our opinion 
this fact is of no importance as affect- 
ing the dutiable character of the salts. 
Their purpose is the same when per- 
fumed as when plain. Perfuming them 
no more renders them articles of per- 
fumery than it does a handkerchief, 
nor than affixing a musical attachment 
to a decanter renders the latter a musi- 
cal instrument. (See Treasury Deci- 
sion, S., 6,355.) 





Polishing Powder. 


Schorestine Freres imported polishing 
powder, a mixture of silica and lime, 
which the Collector assessed at 20 per 
cent., section 3%, but the importer 
claimed free entry, paragraph 467, as 
diamond dust. The Board of General 
Appraisers overruled the protest, and 
sustained the Collector, 


Cyanide of Potassium, 


Schoellkopf, Hartford and Michigan, 
limited, imported cyanide of potas- 
sium, which the Collector assessed for 
duty at 25 per cent., as a chemical salt, 
paragraph WO. The importers protest- 


ed, claiming entry free of duty, as a 


coal tar product. The Board of General 
Appraisers sustained the Collector, 
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Exports of Lard, Ete., for October.

the expectations have been somewhat 
extravagant, these being prompted by 
the glowing reports of new industrial 
enterprises starting up in various sec- 
tions of the country and the enlarge- 
ment of others. It should be borne in 
mind that while there has been an im- 
portant increase in manufacturing in- 
dustries, this has not been due to ac- 
tual requirements of their products, 
but is based on the confident expecta- 
tion that the products will be required 
as a result of improved conditions to 
follow a settlement of the former un- 
certain financial policy of the Govern- 
ment. It may, therefore, be some time 
before improvement is felt in every de- 
partment of trade. ‘In the mean time 
reports continue to be received of re- 
sumption of operations in works that 
had been idle, and of new industrial 
enterprises, and the requirements of 
these will tend to augment the de- 
mand for various materials, especially 
in the lines represented by the Reporter. 
There is, however, some complaint of 
over-production and dull trade in cer- 
tain products, notably carpets, and one 
large concern has been closed for these 
reasons. The labor situation presents 
no features of especial interest, and 
few complaints are heard, while the 
outlook is generally regarded as favor- 
able, and the great army of unem- 
ployed is diminishing, though it is ap- 
parent that it is skilled labor only that 
has been in better demand, the oppor- 
tunities for common laborers as yet 
having shown little improvement. The 
great agricultural staples, without ex- 
ception, have suffered a serious decline, 
and the hope that had been entertained 
by the farmers, that they would realize 
handsome prices for the portion of the 
crops still unmarketed, has been dis- 
pelled. Wheat opened on Monday at 
S7%Kc., and declined steadily to the close 
on Friday, which was at 84%c. Corn 
took a similar course, opening on Mon- 
day at 31c., and receding steadily to 
28%c., although the close was at 28%c. 
Oats followed in the wake of the other 
cereals, opening on Monday at 26%c., 
and declining to 22%c., the closing 
price, Cotton opened at the highest 
point of the week, 7.63c., and receded,

The gold re- 
serve in the Treasury has increased still 
further, but the fact that the officials 
at the sub-treasuries had declined to 
exchange paper for gold has been se- 
verely commented upon, the action be- 
ing condemned in view of the fact that 
the Government was in sore need of 
gold but a few months ago, and was 
compelled to pay heavily in the sale of 
bonds to secure it, and as there is no 
assurance but there may again be a 
need to replenish Uncle Sam’s coffers. 
The price of silver has advanced some- 
what during the week, and commercial 
bars closed at 6544@65%e. per ounce 
and Government assay bars at 654@ 
6644c. The market for sterling exchange 
has varied during the week, having 
been weak and lower during the early 
part, but later it was stronger, and the 
former rates were recovered. The rates 
for actual business at the close were 
4.82@4.8214 for 60 days, 4.85°%,@4.86 for 
demand and 4.864,@4.864%4 for cables. 
The supply of grain and cotton bills has 
been good, and rates have been quite 
steady until Thursday, when they hard- 
ened in sympathy with sterling ex- 
change, closing at 4.81144. The Indus- 
trials have been quite actively dealt in 
during the past week, but the tend- 
ency of prices has been downward, and 
Rubber alone showed a gain. They 
were largely influenced by the course of 
the general market. The general list 
of scurities dealt in on the Stock Ex- 
change has, in the main, been irregular 
and heavy, while the amount of busi- 
ness done was below the average.

Boring tor Petroleum in Oran. 





The petroleum and bitumen springs in 
the neighborhood of Ain Zeft appear 
along a line coinciding with the anti- 
clinal axis of the mountain range, and 
indicating the existence of an important 
system of longitudinal fissures in the 
rock, through which the oil escapes, 
and, penetrating the superficial marly 
detritus, makes its appearance at the 
surface. 

At Ain Zeft, after three failures to 
obtain oil by boiling, a fourth well en- 
countered the oil sand at a depth of 416 
m., in June, 18¥5, and yielded 2UU hecto- 
litres of oil per diem, this quantity de- 
creasing, however, to an average of 70 
hectolitres at the time of the author’s 
visit in November. The non-success of 
the other borings is attributed to their 
having been carried on in the upper 
strata of marl and gypsum and aban- 
doned before arriving at the layer of 
oil sand. 

At Sidi-Brahim a heading 5 m. in 
length has uncovered a permanent 
spring of oil and tar, yielding 29 litres 
per diem. Two wells have also been 
sunk, one of which had to be aban- 
doned, through an accident, at 212.95 
m., but the second well has reached a 
depth of 228.40 m., and is being sunk 
deeper. Traces of oil were met with at 
five different levels, and a vein of gas 
was struck at 184 1-2 m. 

. Owing to the fact that the oil in the 
No. 4 well at Ain Zeft is derived from 
merely the surface of the oil sand, its 
composition is regarded as not repre- 
senting the bulk. The Sidi-Brahim oil 
and that of the undeveloped sources at 
Taghria are expected to yield 15 per 
cent. of burning oil, 28 per cent. of in- 
termediate oil, 31 per cent. of lubricat- 
ing oil and 23 per cent. of paraffin, vase- 
lin, etc.—Genie Civil. . 








Reports from Cottonseed Crushers, 


We give herewith extracts from a 
number of letters received by the Re- 
porter during the last ten days from rep- 
resentative cottonseed crushers in dif- 
ferent States. Many other letters which 
reviewed the situation less comprehen- 
sively are similar in tenor, and there is 
a general agreement in the etatistical 
statements which confirm the predic- 
tions of those months agv, as to the 
difficulties which the crushers must 
meet this year, and also as to a de- 
ficiency in the crush, although the sea- 
son’s production will apparently be a 
little larger than was then anticipated. 
We give these letters by States, as fol- 
lows: 


NORTH CAROLINA. 


“The price of seed at the beginning of 
the crushing season in North Carolina 
was $7.35 1-3 per ton at stations. Since 
then the price has gradual'y advanced 
to $11 per ton. This advance is the re- 
sult of a scare among the mills conse- 
quent upon the very light receipts of 
seed during September. There is some- 
what of a ‘seed war’ between unfriend- 
ly mills in certain sections of the Caro- 
linas, which has caused fictitious prices 
to rule of late. This will be only tem- 
porary, however, as the low prices of all 
cottonseed products do not warrant the 
prices being paid for seeds. The receipts 
of seed have been quite liberal of iate, 
but, taking in consideration the earli- 
ness of the cotton crop and the present 
conditions of the same, the crush of this 
season will fall short of former aver- 
ages. This has been a dull season with 
the mills, and it is now too late for 
them to make an average run, even un- 
der favorable conditions from now on. 
It would be safe to estimate that the 
business done by the mills in North 
Carolina will be from 10 to 20 per cent. 
less than former average years.” 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 


“In August our cotton crop prom- 
ised ten million bales. It will not ex- 
ceed eight millions, which means good 
prices. This being the case, together 
with the prosperous condition of the 
eotton growth, does not indicate large 
seed receipts. The English receipts of 
seed from Egypt and India are re- 
ported to be light, and, too, the olive 
erop is short. Enormous exportations 
of wheat have reduced our supply, only 
to be substituted with corn, resulting 
in lean hogs and a strong demand from 
a moderate supply of new cotton oil, 
with no old, to weaken this position. 
For the first time in years the new sea- 
son opened with no old oil in store, 
Assuming these facts, the outlook is 
not unpromising, and if the mill man- 
agers will buy seed with any prudence 
there will be no surplus oil.” 

“The high price is moving seed very 
freely just now, but the decline in oil 
will very likely cause a decline in seed 
in the near future, and will certainly 
materially reduce the crush. It is hard 
to tell anything about the future, I 
look for a fair crush of seed by the 
large mills, but decided reduction in 
erush by the small ones, as they are not 
anxious buyers of seed at fancy prices. 
This will certainly reduce total crush 
in this section very decidedly for an 
average year.” 

“In this section $11 per ton is being 
paid fur secd at railroad points, and 
in some localities as high as $12 has 


been paid. This is, in our opinion, $2 
per ton more than 


seed is worth, 
based on the present outlook for oil. 
We estimate that two-thirds of the 
seed have been marketed to date. Most 
all of the mills have worked about 25 
per cent. more seed to date than they 
had at this time last year, and we think 
the run will be about the same as last 
season. All the mills in this ¢ection 
have sold their oil about as fust as 
they made it.”

Both mills have shipped out 
promptly. We do not thinx our neigh- 
boring towns will get as much seed as 
last year.” 


“Mills in our vicinity have been pay- 


ing ‘rom $9 to $10 for seed for six 
weeks, but shipments have not been 
heavy. Seed is not coming as fast as 


we are crushing it, and we have not 
exceeding two weeks’ run on hand.

Tariff Sentiment of Senators. 
Washington, Nov. 20, 1896. 

As leading Republican Senators re- 
turn to the city the expression of opin- 
ion grows more emphatic that the 
Dingley Tariff bill should not be taken 
up for passage in the Senate. One of 
the most influential men on the Repub- 
lican side is Senator Hawley of Con- 
necticut, who, as representing a New 
England constituency, has frequently 
spoken for both Speaker Reed and 
Chairman Dingley. In reply to an in- 
quiry as to the outlook for tariff legis- 
lation at the coming session, Senator 
Hawley said to the Reporter’s corre- 
spondent: 

“It is of no use to try to pass the 
Dingley bill at the coming session. I 
think it would be far better for Mr. 
McKinley to call an extra session of 
Congress not later than the Ist of 
April, and to proceed at once to the 
preparation of such a tariff measure 
as the country desires, We could then 
go to work in earnest upon a bill that 
would stand for some years at least. 
That would be a great deal better than 
endeavoring to pass a bill that provides 
for its own termination after a little 
over a year. 

“There will be no jegislation in this 
Congress relating to silver, the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks or bond issues. 
All such matters can better rest until 


I 
believe Senator Carter and his col- 
league, Senator Mantle, will act with 
their party on all matters relating to 
tariff at the proper time, and I think 
that there are one or two of the Popu- 
lists who would not want to go on rec- 
ord as opposing a tariff measure.”

The status of the Dingley bill in the 
Senate has been so frequently mis- 
stated of late that it may be well to 
give it correctly. The bill was referred 
to the Finance Committee and returned 


to the Senate with a report recom- 
mending that all after the enacting 
| clause be stricken out, and there be 


substituted therefore a free silver meas- 
ure identical with the one which the 
Senate had already passed. In _ the 
regular course of business this bill and 
the accompanying report went to the 
calendar. Senator Morrill made two 
earnest but unsuccessful attempts to 
get it up for consideration. The first 
attempt was made Feb. 11, and was 
defeated by 2 vote of 29 to 21, A sec- 
ond attempt was made, when a large 
number vf Sen.tors were present, and 
the vote was 33 against consideration 
to 22 in favor of it. 

The bill therefore still remains on the 
calendar, and can be taken up at any 
time if the majority of the Senators 
present should so desire.

A New Phase of the Drawback Law. 


An entirely new phase of the draw- 


back law has been presented to the 
officials at the Custom House, and 
they are somewhat amazed at the 


novelty of it, and are puzzled to know 
just how to meet it. It appears that 
an importer of aniline colors has made 


application for a drawback on the 
anilines used in dyeing cotton cloth 
of American manufacture, which has 
been exported. Section 22 of the act of 
Aug. 28, 1894, which covers the case, 
provides that where imported ma- 


terials on which duties have been paid 
are used in the manufacture of articles 
manufactured or produced in the 
United States, there shall be allowed 
on the exportation of such articles a 
drawback equal in amount to the 
duties paid on the materials and, less 
one per centum of such duties, provided 
that when the articles exported are 
made in part from domestic materials 
the imported materials, or the parts of 
the articles made from such materials, 
shall so appear in the completed ar- 
ticles that the quantity or measure 
thereof may be ascertained. And, pro- 
vided, further, that the imported ma- 
terials used in the manufacture or 
production of articles entitled to draw- 
back of customs duties when exported 
shall, in all cases where drawback of 
duties paid on such materials is 
claimed, be identified, the quantity of 
such materials used and the amount 
of such duties paid thereon shall be 
ascertained. 

What is puzzling the authorities 
how they are going to ascertain “the 
measure thereof” of the anilines in 
the complete materials, and identify 
the particular dye used, in order to fix 
the amount of drawback to be allowed. 
Chemists are of the opinion that they 
will experience no difficulty in solving 
the problem, as the anufacturers of 
dyestuffs are forced to sell their prod- 
ucts of a uniform strength, in order 
that dyers may be able to use stand- 
ard recipes, which always produce the 
same results. It will be, therefore, 
comparatively easy for a chemist to 
ascertain, not only the amount of dye 
employed, but its character, and, hav- 
ing learned the latter, the drawback 
“an be readily adjusted, as. certain 
colors from certain manufactures al- 
ways produce certain results.

It is pleasing to ‘ind, in this age of 
Selfishness, a firm stepping forward 
nobly to spend a lot of money on law- 
yers and their paraphernalia merely 
for the purpose of attacking a monop- 
oly “in the interests of the consumer.” 
In the mean time, there is still much 
mystery about the price-reduction to 
which Messrs. ‘Wilson, Salamon & Co.’s 
circular refers with such _ splendid 
vagueness, We understand that, at 
present, each side is prepared to under- 
sell the other, but refuses to give a bot- 
tom quotation until it knows to what 
length its opponent is prepared to go. 
So much is certain, however, that the 
prices have broken down considerably 
lately, and if the combatants persist in 
their present mood there is every pros- 
pect of a ‘landslide.’’ It is notorious 
that several large coal-tar works on the 
Continent are placing upon the market, 
under various fancy names, prepara- 
tions chemically identical with sac- 
charin, and the competition from these 
sources increases the probability of a 
further “slump” in the prices. At pres- 
ent the 1:300, or usual druggists’ 
grade of saccharin, may be bought in 
quantities on the spot at a price rather 
below 30s. per pound, and for export 
still lower rates would be _ accepted. 
The position is further complicated by 
the fact that the saccharin manufac- 
turers have long been in the habit of 
selling at lower prices on the Continent 
than they have quoted to customers in 
this country.—Chemist and Druggist. 
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The Phosphate Deposits in Maury 
County, Tenn. 
BY J. B. KILLEBREW. 





A remarkable discovery has recently 
been made of thick stratified deposits of 
the phosphate of lime in Maury county, 
Tenn. Like most discoveries, this was 
due rather to accident than to any 6ySs- 
tematic search. Early in December, 
1895, S. Q. Weatherby, formerly Judge 
of the County Court of Lewis county, 
Tenn., was passing through Maury 
county, and when near the village of 
Mount Pleasant he observed cropping 
out upon the farm of Scott Jennings a 
rock formation, split up horizontally 
into very thin layers. He took a piece 
of the rock, broke it so as to examine 
its structure, and at once recognized 
the same granulated appearance that 
is seen in the phosphate rocks of Hick- 
man and Lewis counties, Tenn. Sam- 
ples were submitted to Bw: 4, Arnold, 
who was interested in phosphate min- 
ing in Hickman county. Mr. Arnold 
sent the samples at once to Lucius P. 
Brown, an analytical chemist of Nash- 
ville, and within ten days he received 
the report. The analysis showed 758 
per cent. of the phosphate of lime. For 
some weeks no mention was made of 
the discovery, outside of a chosen few. 
Mining was begun within the town lim- 
its of Mount Pleasant Jan. 16, 1806, 
and from that time the excitement be- 
gan to grow. Nearly every farmer 
within ten miles of the town began to 
look for phosphate rock on his land. 
Thousands of excavations were made. 
In many places the outcrop suflicient- 
ly indicated its presence, Stock com- 
panies were rapidly organized, and de- 
velopment to a greater or less extent 
was begun. Up to this date there are 
seven companies at work, besides 
many individual workers, who mine a 
few tons from their farms or town lots 
and along the borders of the public 
highways wherever an outcrop makes 
its appearance in sufficient thickness 
to work. 


The whole area, containing the phos- 
phate rock in workable quantities, is 
embraced within fifteen square miles, 
about one-third of which, it is esti- 
mated, contains valuable beds, where 
the phosphate may be easily and cheap- 
ly mined. In many places the surface 
of the country lies below the deposits 
and in others the beds are covered by 
high hills. The mining now is confined 
entirely to those places where the beds 
of phosphate lie near the surface, and 
where the stripping does not exceed 
two or three feet of earth. No mining 
is done by tunneling, nor is any ex- 
plosive necessary to loosen the deposits. 

These deposits of the phosphate of 
lime occur in what is known as the 
Nashville or Cincinnati rocks of the 
lower silurian formation. The phos- 
phate rock deposits in Hickman and 
Lewis counties, Tenn., lie much higher 
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stripping to be done and the thickness 
of the seam. Taking all estimates and 
consolidating them, the cost of mining 
and putting up the mines I!s not far 
from $1 per ton. The average number 
of tons mined per man per day varies 
from one and a half to three tons. This 
includes the work of stripping also. 
The average analysis of many car- 
loads of the phosphate shipped to fer- 
tilizer works and analyzed by their 
chemists, as furnished by Mr. H. I, Ar- 
nold, who is connected with the Colum- 
bian Company, is as follows: Moisture,

All phosphates, with few exceptions, 
found near Mount Pleasant are highly 
porous. They occur in regularly strati- 
fied beds very persistently, but often in- 
terrupted by large blocks of stone, in 
which the process of leaching not 
yet completed. In the beds are found 
pockets from five to twelve feet deep 
in which the leaching process has car-

The royalty paid to the own- 
ers of land for mining privileges varies 
from 10c. to 25c. per ton. The prices 
received at present are about $1.50 per 
ton f. 0. b. cars at Mount Pleasant. 
One thing deserves specially to be 
mentioned, and that is the remarkable 
uniformity of the product. There is not 
the slightest difference in the quality 
taken from the mines when treated 
alike, with the single exception of the 
hard gray rock spoken of. No shipment 
so far has fallen below the guarantee of 
75 per cent. of the phosphate of lime. 


There are now employed in and 
around Mount Pleasant from 400 to 500 
hands in mining phosphates, at an ex- 
penditure of from $600 to $7U0 per day, 
besides those engaged in constructing- 
railroad tracks to the mines from the 
main line. Four of these tracks are 
now either building or about to be built. 


Just now the heretofore almost de- 
serted streets of Mount Pleasant are 
crowded with men and teams, and there 
is general excitement. The roads from 
and to the mines are too narrow for 
the traffic, Citizens who have occupied 
cottages in the town for years are find- 
ing mines of phosphate under their 
front yards and are working them. The 
fine school building recently erected 
may have to give way for the removal 
of the heavy deposits of phosphates that 
underlie it. The population has nearly 
doubled; the rents have advanced 100 
per cent., and 50 per cent. has been 
added to the value of the town property. 
Lots are being laid off for sale, and are 
to be immediataely improved. New 
stores are being opened, and the busi- 
ness of the old town bids fair to be in- 
creased fiftyfold within a year.—Engi- 
neering and Mining Journal, 


sometimes as narrow lines separat.ng 
the pockets, but there is always a layer 
of phosphate more or less thick above 
these unleached rocks so as not to 
break the continuity of the stratum. 
The top surface of the deposit follows 
more or less the contour of the ground, 
but at the bottom is a series of pits 
filled with phosphates between the 
block of unleached stone. 

When the leaching is perfect the gen- 
eral appearance of the phosphate rock 
is that of loosely aggregated grains of 
coarse and fine sand, with easily seen 
interstices between. It is, in fact, a 
light and spongy mass of stone, some- 
thing like a pumice stone, easily mined 
with a pick and spall fork. Its highly 
granulated structure makes it easily 
recognizable from all other associated 
rocks. An exception is found only in 
the hard, light grayish phosphate found 
in the Meadows mine, which is very 
compact, and occurs beneath the soft 
phosphate. This hard phosphate is 
from one and a half to two feet in 
thickness. It has a specific gravity as 
high as that of the blue limestone. It 
often shows a central core of a yellowish 
red color, as if it had been sprinkled 
with blood. On each side of this central 
core is the light grayish stone... A sec- 
tion across the long core resembles the 
cross-section of an oak tree, with the 
deeper tints in the center, surrounded 
by lighter ones on the exterior. 


It is said that this hard, compact 
phosphate has a larger percentage of 
the phosphate of lime than the softer 
rock, and that it has less alumina and 
iron in its composition. The gray rock 
contains about 82 per cent of the phos- 
phate of lime, and the soft rock from 
75 to 80 per cent. 

It is curious to examine one of the 
bowlders which has been only partially 
leached. It will be seen that the out- 
side for a few inches is composed of a 
layer containing about SO per cent. of 
the phosphate of lime. The next layer 
of about two inches in thickness is a 
mixture of about 60 per cent. of the 
phosphate of lime and 20 per cent. of 
the carbonate. The center Is of a deep 
blue color, and is made up of about 50 
per cent. of the phosphate and 30 per 
cent of the carbonate of lime. The lines 
between these are very distinctly 
marked, there being not the slightest 
interlacing of the separate qualities.

Where the beds have been thorough- 
‘'y leached the face of the workings ex- 
hibits a serics of wavy lines made by 
the laminations, which show very dis- 
tinctly. The whole face is an exfoliated 
mass, the number of exfollations count- 
ed in a face of four and a half feet be- 
ing fifty-five. In another face of ten 
feet the exfoliations number over 100. 
in such a mass there are frequent ver- 
tical fissures that resemble those seen 
in mining block coal. These fissures 
make mining very cheap. Oftentimes 
between two laminae is a soft, coarsely 
grained, dark brown earth, which 
comes very unctuous when rubbed with 
the finger. 

In mining the mass is thrown down 
by picks, and the spall fork is used to 
segregate all fragments of a greater di- 
ameter than two inches, The smaller 
fragments are not considered desirable 
without being washed, as so much alu- 
minous matter in the form of clay ad- 
heres to them as to increase the per- 
centage above the limit allowed and be- 
low the limit of 75 per cent. of phos- 
phate of lime, upon which basis all con- 
tracts are made. This is a guarantee 
that it shall contain 384.4 per cent. of 
phosphoric acid, From the best infor- 
mation obtainable, I should judge, after 
examining a number of mines and mak- 
ing a conservative estimate, that the 
workable phosphate within easy reach 
of Mount Pleasant is contained within 
3,000 acres. It has an average thick- 
ness of four feet, making due allowance 
for the interference of chimneys. About 
15,000 tons have been taken out of the 
mines up to this date, It is yet too 
early to estimate with absolute preci- 
sion the cost of mining this phosphate.

Consumption of Petroleum in Ger- 
many. 

Washington, Nov. 20, 1896. 
The State Department has received 
from United States Consul-General 
Mason, at Frankfort, Germany, an in- 
teresting report upon the steady in- 
crease in the consumption of petroleum 
in the face of the large use of gas and 


electricity for light and power pur- 
poses. Mr. Mason says: 
“When, a few years ago, electric 


lighting was shown to be a technical 
and economic possibility, many well-in- 
formed persons predicted that, as the 
use ofelectricity increased, the consump- 
tion of gas and petroleum for lighting 
purposes would proportionately dimin- 
ish, and the ultimate ruin of gas in- 
terests, especially in the larger cities, 
was confidently foretold. Neither of 
these results has been realized. 


“For instance, the imports of pe- 
troleum from 1866 to 1870 average an- 
nually about 70,436 tons; or, reckoning 
seven barrels per ton, 493,052 barrels. 
From 1876 to 1880 the average annual 
import had risen to 235,280 tons, and 
from 1886 to 1890, 556,887 tons. Dur- 
ing the period since 1890 the import of 
petroleum by years has been as fol- 
lows:

CGS. ceccs 743,433 tons, equal to 5,204,031 barrels

“During all this period the product 
of native petroleum from the wells of 
Silesia has shown a steady, although 
relatively unimportant, growth, having 
risen from 1,309 tons in 1880 to 15,62 
tons in 1895, 

“Notwithstanding every effort of the 
importers, backed by the favorable in- 
fluence of both the German and Rus- 
sian Governments, to inerease the im- 
portation and use of Russian petroleum 
in this country, the American oil com- 
pletely dominates the German market 
and to all appearances will continue to 
do so. A comparison of the imports of 
American and Russian petroleum to 
Germany during the past four years 
presents the following exhibit:

The Free Alcohol Hearings. 


Washington, Nov. 20, 1896. 

At a late hour on Friday the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Alcohol in 
the Arts made an important change in 
its programme for beginning the work 
of gathering the evidence of American 
manufacturers employing spirits in 
their various products. It had been the 
intention of the committee to open the 
proceedings on Monday next with a 
puble hearing in the rooms of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance, and early 
in the week the following notice was 
sent broadcast: 

“The Joint Select Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate matters relating 
to the use of alcohol in the manufac- 
tures and the arts free of tax, will meet 
for the purpose of hearing testimony 
at the room of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, on the 23d of November, at 12 
o’clock noon, and continue its session 
as long as may be thought necessary 
for the purpose indicated. Letters of 
inquiry have been extensively circu- 
lated asking information as to the use 
of alcohol, etc.” 

On Friday, however, it was decided 
that the sessions of the committee early 
next week would be executive, and 
that manufacturers and others who de- 
sired to pe heard would be given an 
opportunity later on. It was under- 
stood, however, that if any manu- 
facturers should appear on Monday by 
reason of the summons conveyed in the 
committee’s circular, they would be 
permitted to state their views either 
orally or in writing. 

The interests opposed to free alcohol 
are gathering in force in this city, and 
promise to make a stubborn fight, first, 
to prevent a favorable report by Sena- 
tor Platt’s committee, and second, to 
kill the Platt bill if it is reported with 
a recommendation for its passage. <A 
leading firm of manufacturing drug- 
gists having headquarters in a large 
Western city have ‘nstructed their rep- 
resentative here to oppose the free al- 
cohol policy on the ground that it will 
result in frauds upon the revenue, This 
house has a claim of nearly $200,000 on 
file in the Court of Claims, and it is 
commonly understood that its opposi- 
tion to tax free spirits is based solely 
upon the fear that strong competition 
would follow a reduction in the internal 
revenue charges. 

The wood alcohol interest will be in 
evidence also, and it is understood that 
an agent will watch legislation in the 
person of the representative of the 
Sugar Trust, who ‘vas especially active 
during the formulation of the Wilseun 
Tariff bill. 

Senators Platt and Jones will arrive 
here on Sunday, and Representatives 
Evans, MeMillin and Russell will come 
early Monday ‘norning, so that Senator 
Aldrich will be the only absentee when 
the committee meets Monday noon. 

Assistant Attorney-General Dodge 
has prepared a bombshe!! which he in- 
tends to throw into the free alcohol 
camp in the form of an official state- 
ment, contained in his annual report to 
the Attorney-General. This report is 
now in manuscript form, and the Re- 
porter’s correspondent has been permit- 
ted to inspect it. Under the head of 
“Alcohol in the Arts and Medicines” 
Mr. Dodge makes the following terse 
and significant comments: 

“These suits, described more fully in 
my report of Nov. 1, 1895, have now 
reached 1,090 in number, representing 
claims not far from $5,000,000, and are 
increasing in number weekly. A test 
case is nearly ready for trial to settle 
the legal question of liability lying at 
the foundation of all these cases, If 
such liability shall be adjudged to exist 
the present force and the Court will 
find in this class of cases alone occupa- 
tion for severa] years of their utmost 
exertions.” 

Mr. Dodge adds that one of the most 
important recommendations which he 
has to make is that the present de- 
fensive force ot the Attorney-General’s 
office be increased. 

The astonishing declaration made by 
Mr. Dodge that the free alcohol cases 
alone would occupy both the Court and 
the Attorney-General for several years 
is no doubt intended to carry conster- 
nation to the claimants, and with a 
view to learning the basis for Mr. 
Dodge’s assertion the Reporter’s cor- 
respondent called on him to-day and re- 
quested him to _ elaborate the brief 
statement made in his annual report 
above quoted. 

“What I intended to convey,” said 
Mr. Dodge, “‘is the fact that these cases 
will all require to be regularly tried in 
the courts to determine the facts re- 
garding the rebate claimed to be due. 
The test cases which we will try will 
determine only the Mability of the Gov- 
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ernment to pay such rebates as are 
found by the Court to be due; in other 
words, the only principle which will be 
settled by the Dunlap case will be 
whether the Government is liable for 
rebates under Section 61. It will then 
be necessary to take up the cases one 
by one, and weigh the evidence with 
the greatest care, It will be the func- 
tion of the Court to consider all the 
testimony, to weigh one witness against 
another, to determine whether the use 
which has been made of the alcohol is 
one contemplated in the law, and, in 
short, to settle all the questions that 
may characterize these cases in all 
their varied aspects.” 

Mr. Dodge’s lugubrious prophecy re- 
garding the method of settlement of 
the alcohol claims is thoroughly dis- 
credited here by all experts familiar 
with the work of the Court of Claims. 
It is pointed out in the first place that 
the claims will be adjudicated under an 
administration friendly to the proposi- 
tion of free alcohol in the arts and 
sciences, and, in addition, whatever ap- 
propriation is needed for this purpose 
will be sought from a Congress of the 
same political complexion as the ex- 
ecutive seeking it. Emphasis is also 
placed upon tne assertion that Mr. 
Dodge’s plan for the settlement of the 
alcohol cases is wholly at variance with 
the precedents of the Court of Claims, 
and especially with the methods more 
recently adopted for adjudicating large 
classes of cases. A prominent depart- 
ment official, whose duties bring him 
into constant relations with the Court 
of Claims, after viewing Mr. Dodge’s 
statement to the Reporter’s correspon- 
dent, said to-day: 

“So far as the Court of Claims is con- 
cerned there is no reason for fear that 
it will be unable to dispose of all cases 
which may be brought before it with- 
out delay. There are now about four- 
teen attorneys employed in the Depart- 
men of Justice, representing the Gov- 
ernment in the trial cases before the 
Court of Claims, and about that many 
more traveling, taking testimony, be- 
side two commissioners in _ postoffice 
claims. The court disposes of all the 
work brought before it by these attor- 
neys and commissioners within a very 
short time after the cases are submit- 
ted, and it is estimated that if neces- 
sary it could dispose of twice the vol- 
ume of work now before it. 


“By the time the alcohol cases can 
come before the court a very large pro- 
portion of two classes which now take 
up its time will have been disposed of. 
There seems to be no reason why the 
court should not call in the aid of com- 
missioners to settle these cases. The 
law gives authority to appoint commis- 
sioners, Who may travel from place to 
place to take testimony, to examine 
records and to report the result of their 
investigations and their conclusions for 
the action of the court. The reports of 
the commissioners are open to excep- 
tion by the United States and by the 
claimants, but the only cases which 
would take any great amount of time 
before the court upon the receipt of the 
reports of the commissioners would be 
a few where difficulties wouid arise in 
regard to the proof of the exact amount 
of alcohol used. As nearly all the 
manufacturers have kept careful rec- 
ords, it would seem that the proportion 
of such cases would be quite small. 


“There may be a few classes of cases 
in which the decision of the Supreme 
Court will be required before they can 
be paid, even after the Dunlap case is 
passed upon. The chief of these classes 
will be preparations under the border 
line between medicines and beverages. 
The decision of a single case of this 
class by the Supreme Court will settle 
a very large number of cases for the 
same class of preparations. The Gov- 
ernment may consider it necessary to 
take one case of each general class to 
the Supreme Court (such as varnish, 
medicinal preparations and perfumery), 
but it is doubtful even then if this 
course will be thought necessary, as 
the decision in the Dunlap case will 
probably be thought sufficient to deter- 
mine the rights of the claimants in all 
cases where the preparation can cer- 
tainly be classed as a product of the 
arts or a medicine, 

The resignation of Commissioner Mil- 
Jer, which was accepted by the Prest- 
dent last week may prove of consider- 
able importance to alcohol claimants 
and to those who favor a policy of tax- 
free spirits in the arts. Mr. Miller has 
been extremely active in opposition to 
tree alcohol in any form, and while his 
subordinates will still carry on the fight 
under Commissioner Forman, the lat- 
ter will be by no means as potent in de- 
partmental councils and before Con- 
gress as his more experienced predeces- 
sor. In any event, there will be a new 
commissioner next March, so that in 
case Congress relegates the settlemert 





of the claims to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, manufacturers will find that 
office friendly to their interests when 
they are brought up for adjudication.

TRADE ITEMS. 


Mr. George J. Seabury has gone to 
Lakewood tor a needed rest after his 
arduous labors in the recent campaign. 


Mr. George S. Davis of Parke, Davis 
& Co. was in town on Saturday, his 
projected California trip having been 
postponed for the present. 


The large turpentine distillery of 
Powell Bros, & Co., situated directly op- 
posite ‘tweed, Ga., across the Oconee 
River, was destroyed by fire on the 10th 
inst. 


The failure is announced of Eastman 
& Bro. of Philadelphia, manufacturers 
of handkerchief extracts. No particu- 
lars are yet given as to the amount of 
liabilities or assets. 


Mr. Louis Dohme of Sharp & Dohme 
was in town for several days of last 
week, having quite recovered from the 
injury to his foot, which confined him 
to his home for some weeks. 


Mr. William H. Rudkin of this city, 
who died on the llth inst., was well- 
known to the drug trade as a manu- 
tacturer of fruit essences, in which 
business he had been engaged for many 
years. 


In view of the steadily increasing im- 
portance of California as a producer of 
citrus fruits, some of the people on 
the coast are beginning to take an in- 
terest in the production of citrin acid 
as a staple product. Nothing, however, 
has been done as yet toward the estab- 
lishment of a manufacturing plant, but 
the subject is being agitated. 


Last Thursday a pipe belonging to the 
United States pipe line, which runs 
through Parsons, Pa., burst from the 
pressure of its contents and a very large 
quantity of oil was lost by the com- 
pany. The break occurred on top of the 
Pocono Mountain, and was first dis- 
covered by a man who quickly “cor- 
nered” all the available barrels in the 
vicinity. These were quickly filled, to- 
gether with all the receptacles he coul 
gether with all the receptacles he could 
find. 


Dr. Edward R. Squibb submitted to 
the amputation of his left hand last 
week, in consequence of an affection 
which threatened blood poisoning if 
the offending member was not re- 
moved, and has rallied promptly and 
completely from the shock of the op- 
eration. The drug .rade and the world 
of science, to whose advantage Dr. 
Squibb has contributed so much, will 
feel real pain at any suffering which 
may be brought upon him in _ the 
afternoon of a life which has so well 
earned a peaceful rest. 


Two men were instantly killed on Sat- 
urday, the 14th inst., about three miles 
from Johnsonburg, by the explosion of 
nitro-glycerine. The two men were 
working for Markham & Martin, oil 
operators of Kane, and were engaged 
in hauling nitroglycerine to a maga- 
zine with a team of horses. It is sup- 
posed that one of the cans of the ex- 
plosive fell to the ground, and the ter- 
rific explosion followed. No traces of 
the two men could be found, while only 
a few fragments of horseflesh have been 
discovered in the branches of adjoining 
trees. The shock was plainly felt in the 
town of Johnsonburg, three miles dis- 
tant, where sOme panes of glass were

At the Amsterdam bark auctions, 
which were held Nov. 5, the lowest 
prices on record were established, as 
previously stated in this report. The 
bulk of the supply was sold, 5,100 pack- 
ages being disposed of at an average 
unit of 2.17 Dutch cents per half kilo, 
compared with 2.55 Dutch cents at the 
October auctions. The English and 
American manufacturers purchased the 
equivalent of 9.055 kilos, the Auerbach 
factory 3.156, Brunswick 4.348, Mann- 
heim and Amsterdam 1,608, Frankfort- 
on-Main and Stuttgart 3,472, and va- 
rious buyers 3,112 kilos of quinine. 

The Chemist and Druggist throws 
more light on a recent transaction in 
London, where the buyer claimed an 
allowance for short weight. It says: 
“We understand that the dispute 
which has arisen out of the sale of 
a@ parcel of 20,000 oz. of German bulk 
quinine, on the ground that the tins 
were found under weight, has been set- 
tled by the seller agreeing to allow for 
the difference. Some time ago a simi- 
lar case between two other parties in 
Mincing lane was submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and the award was given against 
the buyer, who did not carry the mat- 
ter further. Although, of course, the 
Settlement of the present dispute on 
opposite lines forms no precedent for 
future arbitration cases, it is satisfac- 
tory to find that the common sense 
view has prevailed that a man has a 
right to the full quantity for which he 
pays. In the case in dispute the buyer 
bought 2U,0U0 oz. for forward deliv- 
ery at 12%4d. per oz. When the time 
for delivery arrived the price at which 
the seller could buy was considerably 
below that figure, notwithstanding 
which the seller supplied a parcel of old 
quinine, which had been shipped to 
the States and back again. The con- 
tract bore no stipulation as to the age 
of the quinine, but the seller naturally 
expected that it would be of recent 
manufacure,”

ARGOLS.—The foreign markets are 
reported steadier, though not quotably 
higher, Spot prices remain unchanged at 
14@1ldc. for plates, and 24@2%c. for 
reds, as to test and quantity.

VOU bags the market was well cleaned 
up, and prices were steady at 1.85@ 
1.87 Yc. With this arrival, however, 
they eased off somewhat, as second 
hands were inclined to sell from dock 
at 1.524c. rather than store. Sales 
were made during the week of about 
+,00U bags at prices ranging from 1.80@ 
1.8214c. from dock. For December-Jan-

SAL AMMONIAC.—A good jobbing de- 
mand is reported for delivery over the 
balance of the year.

SUGAR OF LEAD.—Rather more in- 
quiry from the mills for prompt delivery, 
with prices steady at 7@74c. for prime 
white crystals and broken at 544@5*c., 
as to the size of the order. 

SALTPETER.—The market is firmer 
in all positions, with 3%@3%e. being 
lowest named for spot lots. Shipments 
are also higher, and now quoted at 3.30c. 
Refined does not as yet improve, and 
may be called dull at 444@d\éc., as to 
quality. 

Ammoniates, Potashes, Etc. 


There is no abatement in the demand 
for the leading ammoniates, specially 
for the South. Sulphate of ammonia is 
somewhat unsettled, and will probably 
remain so until mail advices arrive 
with details of the large purchase re- 
cently by a syndicate abroad. For 
prompt delivery sales have been of gas 
at 2.1744@2.20c., and for November-De- 
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cember at 2.25@2.271i%4c. High grade 
blood has also been furthed advanced, 
and may now be quoted at $1.65 f. o. b. 
Chicago for November-December de- 
livery. New York soft is quoted at 
$1.70@1.75. Tankage is doing better, 
and may now be quoted at $15.50 per 
ton f. o. b. Chicago for 9 and 20. Con- 
centrated, while not active, is held 
steady at $1.50 per unit. Calcutta bone 
meal is in fair request, with prices tend- 
ing upward, and may now be quoted at 
$21@23 per ton, as to grist. Sulphate 
of potash and double manure salt are 
both selling freely for prompt delivery 


for the South at regular’ syndicate 
prices. In their letter under date of 
Nov. 19, Messrs. Thomas H. White & 
Co, say: ‘‘We have to report a rather 


quiet market for fertilizer material the 
past week. Prices are quoted at Chi- 
cago: Blood, $1.60 per nuit; concentrated 
tankage, $1.50 per unit; hoof meal, $1.45 
per unit; tankage, 8% and 20, at $13.50; 
tankage, 10 and 10, at $14.50; tankage, 
7 and 30, at $11.50; tankage, 6 and 35, 
at $10.50. Abotine is offered at $1.65 
Baltimore. Soft blood is offered at $1.70 
New York. Foreign sulphates ammonia, 
at $2.15 to $2.20, a considerable decline 
from the figures of the late advance.” 

MURIATE OF POTASH.—Consider- 
able business has been done in addition 
to the large sales reported, principally 
for the South, for prompt shipment, at 
regular syndicate prices, which are 1.78c. 
at New York and Boston, 1.79%c. Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Norfolk, and 
1.8114c. Charleston, Savannah, Wilming- 
ton and New Orleans, for SU@S85 per 
cent. basis of 8U per cent., in lots of 50 
tons and upward. 

KAINIT.—There is no abatement in 
the demand from the South for direct 
steamer shipments for November and 
December. Sales of some 2,000 tons are 
reported, also SOO tons for consumption 
in the East. We quote: New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and Baltimore, $8.SU 
per ton; Norfolk, $9.15, and New Or- 
leans, $9.30, for 400-ton lots and up- 
ward.

The Manufacture of Tartarie Acid. 
BY V. HOLBLING. 


The source of the tartaric acid of 
commerce is the juice of the wine grape, 
in which it occurs in the form of acid 
potassium tartrate and calcium tar- 
trate. 

During and after the fermentation of 
the grape juice part of the tartrates is 
deposited on the walls of the tun as ar- 
gol, and part is contained in the sedl- 
ment known as lees. The lees are used 
for the manufacture of tartaric acid, 
either in the moist condition or after 
being dried. The moist, pasty lees are 
removed from ‘the tuns into sacks and 
pressed. They then contain varying 
amounts of acid potassium tartrate 
and calcium tartrate, with some alco- 
ho] and higher esters. They are mixed 
with water and distilled, the distillate 
yielding the so-called Lager brandy and 
wine oil or Cognac oil. The residue, 
which is used for the manufacture of 
tartaric acid, contains from 1 to 8 per 
cent. of that acid. Lees containing a 
higher percentage of tartaric acid, 
which only occurs after the first stage 
of the fermentation, are well pressed 
and dried, usually by the heat of the 
sun, and sold as dried wine lees. 

To obtain the tartaric acfd from the 
crude material (argol and wine lees) the 
only method suitable for technical pur- 
poses is the precipation of the acid 
potassium tartrate as calcium tartrate, 
and subsequent preparation of the tar- 
taric acid from the latter. The meth- 
ods of obtaining the calcium tartrate 
vary according to the nature of the 
crude material. A suitable method of 
obtaining it from argol is to mix the 
orgol, preferably in the form of powder, 
with water and boil, after the addition 
of some hydrochloric acid, the best pro- 
portions being 4—5 cb. m. of water with 
110—120 kilos. of crude hydrochloric 
acid (20—22 degrees B.) to about 500 
kilos. of argol. Milk of lime is then 
added to the boiling mass until this is 
nearly neutral, when calcium tartrate 
is precipitated and neutral potassium 
tartrate and calcium chloride left in so- 
lution. The neutral potassium tartrate 
is decomposed either by boiling with a 
sufficient quantity of calcium sulphate 
or by adding calcium chloride solution, 
an excess of the precipitant being 
avoided in either case. The small 
amount of acid potassium tartrate pur- 
posely left in the liquid, when treating 
the latter with milk of lime, is decom- 
posed with pure precipitated calcium 
carbonate. The object of not adding 
the milk of lime to the neutral point or 
in excess is to avoid the precipitation 
of iron oxide and alumina. The solu- 

tion must still remain perceptibly acid 
after the addition of the calcium car- 
bonate. When cooled to about 40 de- 
grees C. the liquid is filtered with the 
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aid of a suction pump, and the residue 


washed with water. The dark brown 
filtrate was formerly treated to recover 
the calcium chloride and potassium sul- 
phate, but owing to the expense of the 
process of recovery and purification it 
is now a waste product. 

In the oldest methods of obtaining 
calcium tartrate from wine lees the lat- 
ter were boiled with water and hydro- 
chloric acid, the clear solution removed 
and the residue treated with more wa- 
ter. As the extraction wa3 very incom- 
plete, these methods have not been em- 
ployee for the last thirty years. When 
filtration of the lees was first attempted 
it was found that the pores of the filter 
became clogged, and that even under a 
pressure of 4 or 5 atmospheres no liquid 
would pass through. This difficulty was 
overcome by the process of Dietrich and 
Schnitzer, in which the albuminoid sub- 
stances are coagulated by heating for 
about six hours under a pressure of 4 
or 5 atmospheres, This method has 
been in general use for about thirty 
years. Wet lees, when thus treated, 
can be readily filtered. Dried lees are 
crushed, stirred in a tank with water 
and heated by steam for scme time, un- 
til air is completely expelled, before be- 
ing heated in the pressure boiler. Ac- 
cording to the author’s experience, pre- 
liminary boiling for more than half an 
hour is superfluous. 

Dietrich and _ Schnitzer’s pressure 
boiler consists of a tightly covered 
wrought-iron cylinder, with a manhole 
and charging opening in the cover, 
through which passes a copper steam 
tube with a worm at the bottom, and 
having smal] openings at the top of the 
bend, so that the steam is regularly dis- 
tributed throughout the entire mass. 
There is also a tube of copper, through 
which the lees are forced when the 
heating is finished. The dimensions of 


an averaged-sized cylinder, holding 
about 1,500 kilos of lees, are 4 m. it 
length and about 1.4 m,. in diameter. 


The tubes, which are of copper, and the 
interior of the boiler, require constani 
inspection to avoid the danger of an 
explosion, and every six months the 
boiler is subjected to a pressure test 
1% times in excesss of the maximum 
normal pressure, since the iron is rapid- 
ly corroded. To avoid this danger, and 
to obviate the drawback of having a 
considerable amount of iron taken up, 
which is troubles»me in the future 
stages of the manufacture, experiments 
have been made to find a substitute for 
iron as the material for the boiler. Cop- 
per is undoubtedly the most suitable 
metal, but its high price, and the fact 
that it is not absolutely unattackeda, 
have stood in the way of its adoption. 
Lining the interior of the cylinder with 
lead is useless, since the metal is rapid- 
ly attacked by the sulphureted hydro- 
gen liberated from the heated album!- 
noid matters, and rapidly peels off, The 
most effective means of protecting the 
iron is to line the boiler with cement. 
The most suitable dimensions for a 
boiler intended to be thus lined are 
2 m. in diameter and 2 m. in height. 


During the process of heating the lees 
the steam passing from the apparatus 
carries with it volatile empyreumatic 
products, derived from the decomposed 
albuminoids. These have a very of- 
fensive odor, and should be conveyed 
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into a factory chimney of sufficient 
height, so that the evil-smelling vapors 
are drawn up and decomposed by the 
furnace gases. 

When the heating is finished the 
steam outlet pipe is opened, and the 
pressure allowed to fall from 1 to % 
atmosphere, this pressure being re- 
quired to force the lees from the boiler 
into a tank, which may be suitably con- 
structed of wood. Here they are mixed 
with water, which has previously been 
put into the tank, and the requisite 
quantity of crude hydrochloric acia 
(21—22 degrees B.). Experience has 
shown that for every 100 parts by 
weight of argol in the lees, 100 parts 
of the acid are required. Too little acid 
causes deposition of argol in the cloths 
of the filter-press, while too much de- 
stroys the cloths, and more lime is re- 
quired to neutralize the filtrate. If the 
conditions are right, the filtered liquid 
should have a specific gravity of about 
6 degrees B. 

The acidified lees are pressed and 
washed, the washings being used in- 
stead of pure water for mixing with the 
next charge of lees from the pressure 
boiler. The tartaric acid in the filtrate 
is precipitated with lime and calcium 
carbonate, and the remainder of the 
process is the same as in the case of 
argol, with the exception that there is 
no necessity to add calcium chloride 
or calcium sulphate. 

The calcium tartrate obtained from 
wine lees is of a clear gray color, and 
considerably purer than the dark gray 
or dark brown product from argol.— 
Mitt. Tech. Gew.

INDIGO.—The London market has 
advanced, owing ‘to reports of famine 
in parts of India, and to the improved 
financial outlook here. Advanced prices 
were bid for Kurpahs, but holders raised 
their limits a trifle, and no business re- 
sulted. 

NUTGALLS.—Chinese have been in 
better demand, owing to reports from 
China stating that the crop is almost 
a failure, and that the quality is, if any- 
thing, poorer than last year. Offers of 
quantities have been made at 1444@1ic., 
laid down here, but buyers turned their 
attention to spot stocks, and purchased 
2U0U0 cases at a trifle below l4c. The 
market is now 15@15\4c., and the stock 
is light and concentrated. Aleppos are 
unchanged at 11@13c., as to quality. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—The mar- 
ket has been quiet and unchanged, For 
contracts, 14@14}4c. will buy, and on spot 
14°54 @15c. 

SAGO FLOUR.—The Nicola Accame 
brought 3,955 bags, but the price re- 
mains stiff, as only a limited quantity is 
available at 1.8Uc., in large lots, 1.8244@ 
L.S5c. being generally quoted, while up 
to 1.90@2c. is the range for smaller lots. 

SUMAC.—The spot stock is almost nil, 
and two steamers with goods passed 
Gibraltar the 15th inst., due here about 
Dec. 1. They bring October shipments. 
To arrive, $38@45 is quoted, as to qual- 
ity and quantity. A carload of Virginia 
was sold at $35.50, and up to $38 is 
asked, as to quantity, 

STARCH.—The demand continues ex- 
cellent, and prices on potato and wheat 
are a shade better, owing to advances 
on the raw materials. We quote corn 
1.45@25%c.; potato, 24@2"\c., and wheat, 
4144@5e. Sellers of potato appear to 
have disposed of all they cared to at 2c.,

and they are not anxious sellers of lots 
even at 2kKe. The advance on wheat 
has been equal to %c. a pound on starch. 





The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 


Although the weather has been gea- 
sonable during the month of October, 
there has not been such a pressing de- 
mand for burning oil as was antici- 
pated, but, on the whole, the deliveries 
have kept fairly good, and as the days 
are now approaching their shortest it 
is hoped that deliveries will increase 
as the season advances. Prices are un- 
changed, being 64d. per gallon for No. 
1 oil, and 644d. for crystal oil at the 
basis places fixed by the companies. 
Lubricating oils still continue in good 
request, especially the higher grades 
SSO and .SV5, while .S65 is in fair re- 
quest, values ranging from £5 to £6 10s. 
per ton, according to gravity and qual- 
ity. There is no doubt that the mar- 
ket for lubricating oils has been im- 
proved by the Americans having stiff- 
ened their prices in sympathy with the 
advance in freights. Oil for gas-mak- 
ing purposes is in good demand. Quo- 
tations range from 24d. to 34d. per 
gallon, according to quality. There is 
nothing special to report as regards 
wax, scale or candles, although makers 
of wax and scale report that these arti- 
cles are moving freely. Deliveries of 
candles are being well maintained, with 
a continued pressure on certain sizes; 
values are practically unaltered. Sul- 
phate of ammonia appears to have 
touched the bottom price; at least, all 
interested in the trade are hopetul that 
this is the case. The market has been 
much firmer during the last few days, 
and orders for spot delivery have been 
booked at £7 5s. per ton, while an ad- 
vance upon this figure has been given 
for December delivery. There is no 
business to report in sulphate of am- 
monia for the spring. Naphtha is un- 
changed in value at 74d. per gallon 
for spot and forward delivery.—Oil 
Trade Review.

English Petroleum Markets. 


LONDON.—The course of this market 
during the month of October has been 
somewhat contrary to general expecta- 
tions, for, instead of growing in ac- 
tivity, it has been losing strength, and 
quotations, so far from reaching a 
higher level, have actually declined, if 
it is only by the smallest fraction, since 
the date of our last report. Stocks, 
both in first and second hands, have 
proved larger than supposed, and the 
trade in consequence have evinced no 
great readiness to buy, so that, al- 
though importers have contributed sup- 
port by not oversupplying the market 
with oil all at once, prices have ruled 
slightly in favor of the buyer, viz.: 
American refined this week at 5%d., 
and Russian oil at 5'gd. per gallon, in 
all positions. Water-white oil is also a 
shade lower at 7d. to 744d., and petro- 
leum spirit, owing to the arrival of an 
extra cargo, ig 1d. per gallon cheaper 
at Sd. to 84d. for rectified, and at 
74d. to Sd. for ordinary quality.
